REPORT ON ZHAO-BOUABID TALKS 
OW231443 Beijing Domestic Service in Mandarin 1000 GMT 23 Feb 82 


[Text] Zhao Zivyang, premier of the State Council, held talks with Maati 
Bouabid, prime minister of the Kingdom of Morocco, at the Great Hall 
of the People this morning. 


The two exchanged views on bilateral relations and major international issues P 
in a sincere and friendly atmosphere. 


Zhao Ziyang said: Good relations exist between China and Morocco. As early 
as 1963, Premier Zhou Enlai and Vice Premier Chen Yi visited Morocco and 
had very beneficial talks with King Mouley Hassan II. They laid a solid 
foundation for Sino-Moroccan friendship. 


On behalf of Chairman Ye Jianying of the NPC Standing Committee and the 
Chine: e Government, Zhao Zivang invited King Hassan II to visit China at a 
time convenient to him. 


Referring to the international situation, Zhao Ziyang said: China and Morocco 
basically share identical or similar views on major international issues. 

He praised Morocco for its contributions to the struggle to maintain unity 
among the Arab countries and to oppose hegemonism. 


Zhao Ziyang reaffirmed the Chinese Government's consistent principled stand 
in support of the Arab people in their just struggle against Israeli aggres- 
sion and expansion. 


In the talks, Bouabid briefed Zhao Ziyang on Morocco‘s domestic and foreign 
policies. He said: In the turbulent world situation, our foreign policy 

is to respect the UN Charter, oppose interference of one nation with another's 
internal affairs, stand for a new international economic order and support 
consultation and cooperation among developing countries. 


Touching on the Middle East issue, Bouabid condemned Israel for its annexa- 
tion of the Golan Heights. He pointed out: Without the interference of the 
big powers, the Middle East issue would be relatively easy to solve. 





Referring to Moroccan-—Chinese relations, Bouabid said: The relations between 
the two countries are established on the basis of mutual confidence. He 
hoped their cooperation would continuously expand. 


Participating in the talks were Huang Zhen, minister in charge of the Commis- 
sion for Cultural Relations With Foreign Countries; He Ying, vice minister of 
foreign affairs; principal members of Prime Minister Bouabid's party; and 
Harkett, Moroccan ambassador to China.

U.S., FRG MILITARY PACT--Bonn, 23 Feb (XINHUA)--A spokesman for the West 
German Defense Ministry announced on 23 February that the West German 
Government will soon sign a military agreement with the United States to 
more than double U.S. military forces in West Germany during emergency 
periods. The spokesman said: On the basis of this agreement the United 
States will, under emergency conditions, increase its troops stationed 

in West Germany from 4 to 10 divisions within a period of 10 days. In 
addition, the United States will supply over 1,000 military planes for 
defensive purposes. The agreement stipulates that West Germany will 
appropriate $275 million that will be used to mobilize 93,000 soldiers in 
reserve in support of the four U.S. army divisions already in West Germany. 
West Germany will also add 12 more fighter plane battalions [zhan dou ji ying 
2069 2435 2623 3602] that will be used to protect U.S. air force bases 
during emergency periods. The spokesman said: This agreement is to be 
signed in mid-March. It will go into effect in 1983 for a period of 4 years.

FRG-U.S. ALLIANCE--Strauss, chairman of the Christian Social Union and 
minister-president of Bavaria, West Germany, said at a meeting on 25 February 
that the FRG should remain in the NATO because the United States makes us 
feel safe in facing the USSR. He said: Security policy plays an important 
part in West Germany's future and its economic and social welfare. The 
alliance of the two countries on the two sides of the Atlantic is the life- 
blood of West Germany's freedom and peace. He said: The USSR is trustworthy 
in one respect: it realizes danger and thus fears it; but we cannot conclude 
that the USSR will continue to realize and fear danger. Strauss said: 
Germany should be unified, but unification should be achieved through peaceful 
means and not by means of tanks and bayonets.

SPECIAL U.S. GROUP--Beijing, 17 Dec (XINHUA)--News from Washington: White 
House spokesman David Gergen yesterday said that because of the internal 
crisis in Poland, President Reagan signed a directive setting up a high 

level "special situation group" to closely watch the situation and draft 
plans of action. Vice President Bush will be in charge of the team. Members 
of the team include the secretary of state, the secretary of defense, the 








directcr of the Central Intelligence Agency, the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, the president's National Security Affairs advisor and 
President Reagan's three senior White House assistants. This team replaces 
the “crisis management team" formed earlier this year by President Reagan. 
The "special situation group" held its second formal meeting 16 December 
mainly to discuss the Polish problem.

REAGAN ON EL SALVADOR, NICARAGUA--U.S. President Reagan said on 18 February 
that he had no plans to send U.S. combat troops to El Salvador. On the 
issue of Nicaragua, Reagan pointed out that his government has conclusive 
evidence that Nicaragua is building a huge arsenal to store weapons supplied 
by the Soviet clique through Cuba. He said: The amount of weapons supplied 
by the Soviets to Cuba is the largest since the Cuban missile crisis in 
1962. He also said: These weapons far exceed what Nicaragua might need

SFRY ELECT IONS--According to a XINHUA report from Belgrade, this year is an 
election year in Yugoslavia. Before the middle of May, some 2 million 
delegation members and representatives will be elected in that country, and 
then assemblies at various levels will be formed through election. About 
half the leading officials in the government will be replaced. The 
constitution states that delegates of assemblies have a term of 4 years, and 
that no one can assume the same position for two successive terms. For this 
reason, about half the cadres presently holding leading positions will be 
replaced. The provision to limit the term of office is a basic measure taken 
by Yugoslavia to do away with the so-called "life tenure” and to ensure the 
continuous replacement and renewal of its cadre ranks. In the meantime, 
with the implementation of the retirement system, about 100,000 personne! 
retire from office each year in Yugoslavia. All this provides a guarantee 
for the normal renewal of incumbent personnel. At present, the average age 
of members of the Yugoslav Federal Presidium is 65, while that of Presidium 
members in the Central Committee of the Yugoslav League of Communists is 59.

REPORT ON WORK OF SHAANXI PSOPLE'S PROCURATORATE 
Xian SHAANXI RIBAO in Chinese 9 Jan 82 p 2 


[Speech by the Acting Chief Procurator of the Shaanxi People's Procuratorate, 
Ho Xia [0149 0204] at the Fourth Session of tlw: Fifth People's Congress of 
Shaanxi Province on 1 Jan 82: “Work Report of Shaanxi People's Procuratorate™|] 


[Text] Representatives: 


I am in complete agreement with the government work report submitted to this 
congress by Governor Yu Mingtao [0060 2494 3447] who represents the people's 
goverument of Shaanxi and with the report of Deputy Director Chang Lifu 
{1603 7812 1133] concerning the work of the Standing Committee of the 
Provincial People’s Congress. Now, I offer the following report to this 
congress on th procuratorial work during the past year with some ideas 
about the future, and I invite your discussion. 


In 1981, umder the leadership of the provinciai party committee and the 
Supreme People's Procuratorate, we firmly and thoroughly carried out the 
principles of economically furthering readjustment and politically realizing 
greater stability in the procuratorial work of our province, and taking 
the reestablishment of social order to be the central focus, we forcefully 
developed each item of procuratorial work, attacke! our enemies, protected 
the people, developed the functions of our procuratorial agencies and sade 
definite achievements. Under poor conditions and while faced with many 
difficulties, the broad proc::ratorial officers roused their spirits and 
werked diligently to contribute actively toward bringing about a turn for 
the better in the social order in both urban and rural areas of owr pro- 
vince. 


Achieving a basic turn for the better in social order is an important 
aspect of building a socialist spiritual civilization, and is an important 
guarantee of rezlizine economic readjustment and being successful in our 
“four modernizations” construction. The procuratorial agencies which are 
one of the instruments of the people's democratic dictatorship bear a 
heavy responsibility in the work of reestablishing social order. After 
the All China-Five large Cities of Beijing, Tianjin, Shanghai, Guangzhou 
and Wuhan Forum on Social Order, the procuratorial agencies at every level 
and the broad procuratorial officers better understood the severity of the 











problem of social order, and they umited ideologically, raised their qware- 
ness, made timely plans and went to work actively. Especially since the 
Sixth Plenum of the lith Party Central Committee, they have taken the 
“Resolution” to be tneir guiding ideology amd have faced the realities of 
large reversals and instabilities in the social order, summarized the les- 
sons of experience, firmly and thoroughly carried out swift amd severe 
punishment in accordance with the law of these criminal elements involved 
in serious criminal activities, amd corrected the situation of dealing 
weakly with criminals. Working with the guiding ideology amd with strong 
orgamization, ewerry area has truly stressed the main points, st rengthened 
the work of allowing arrests, indictments and active prosecution in court, 
and has promptiv, accurately and legally attacked cowterrevolation and 
other criminal activities. From Jamuary te Sowember of last rear, throughoet 
the entire province the arrests of 7,135 criminals of vwariows sorts vere 
approved, a 25 percent increase ower the same period in 1980; there were 
4.5°1 cases involving 6,935 persons brought to trial, an increase of 24 
percent over the same period in 198). Last vear, after the All Chisa- 
Five Large Cities Forum on Social Order, from July toe October the arrests 
of 3,333 persons were approved, and 3,090 persoms were brought to trial-- 
increases in emumber ower the previous six goeth period of 374 md 1” 
persons respectively. At the same time, along with this, throwg>h the super- 
vision of investigations and trials, we corrected certain cases of avoid 
ance of arrest, avoidance of prosecution and the suall sumber of instances 
where the sentences did mot fit the crimes, being either too light or too 
harsh. The procuratorial agencies of ewery area, in accordance with the 
wunified plam of the provincial party committee of aaking “several concen 
trated attacks” on criminal activities, have worked closely with the public 
security agencies and the courts, comvened a conference om sentencing, and 
fealt om a grand scale with certain criminals, doieg Seattle with the saall 
number guilty of extremely heinows crimes aod forcefully attacking arrogant 
criminal elements. What deserwes special tivation is that is places like 
Samzhong and Baoji that have suffered sewere flooding, the public security, 
procuratorial and judicial agencies have cooperated closely beth to handle 
emergeocies and, at the same tige,. to preserve soctal order. Under extremely 
ifficale comditions, they carried ow highly effective struggle and promptly 
attacked those scoundrels who would take advan.age of a disaster to commirc 
evil acts, gesrantecing the stability of the security amd order of the 
cisaster areas. 


se¢ oppose the feadal doectriae of harsh pumisheent and setheods based on the 
eliet that omly Large scale arrests and executions cam ensure loag ters 
social order. Sut, we absolutely canmot be lenient with those savage 
crimical elements that surder. cog@mit arson, loot. rape. set off bombs and 
commit other seriows crig@es that endanger our society. Showing @ercy to 
these criminals would be a crime against the people. Of course. cer pric- 
ciple is to attack the sinority amd to seize, categorize amd reform the 
mjority, carrying owt a policy of “leniency for those who confess md 
severity fer those who do aot.” The procuratorial agencies at every level, 
in the practice of handiing cases and investigating arrests ard iadictmrats 
will, im the case of those whose crimes are sinor and who sdoot 4 good 
attitude in admitting their crimes, especially fuventles who made 4 Som@ert ary 





lip. as far as possible release them into society to receive education 

and be redeemed, and in this way will change negative elements into positive 
elements. From January to November of 1981, there were 531 persons who 
were mot indicted or were exempted from indictment. Under the unified 
leadership of the party committees, every area worked closely with the 
relevant departments and actively took part in the “comprehensive administra- 
tion.” integrally combining attack, prevention, education and reforms and 
making obviows accomplishments. 5y supporting public prosecution in court, 
issuing the statements of the prosecution, exposing crime and publicizing 
the legal system, we hawe expanded the effects of the cases handled. We 
nave widely established a system of inspection for those who are exempted 
from indictment, realistically established measures for assisting in their 
education, and hastened their change for the better. We often analyze the 
tremds im social order, research the regular patterns and characteristics 
of crime, summarize our experiences amd promptly and effectively attack 
riminal activities. 


while focesing om reestablishing social order we have vigorously launched 
procuratorial work in detention, discipline, economics and charges and 
appeals. im conjumction with the public security agencies we have emphasized 
atrying owt a reorgamizatio-= of prisons, pre-trial lockups and refors and 
edecation thro. gh labor omits, implementing the reform principles of 
“reform first, prodection second” and “education, reform, and redemption.” 
wm hawe forcefully taplemented the provisions of the third legal document 
of the 19th session of the Standing Committee of the National People's 
‘ongtess which deals with the question of how to handle escapes by those 
wdergoinag refors or education through labor and have attacked renewed 
criminal activities as well as the “prison bosses” and “prison overlords” 
which exist in fact, amd this has led to a clear turn for the better in 
incarceration comditions. Every area has cooperated with public security 
departments in engaging in penetrating examinations in order to understand 
the more than 400 criminals that haw been sentenced to supervision or 
orebation. or hawe been paroled or released on bail for medical treatment, 
and Sas forcefully bastemed their reform. The procuratorial agencies at 
ewery lewel bave iagpartially enforced the law, elivinated interference, 
handled «a Litge cumber of disciplinary amd ecomomic cases and attacked 
criminal activity is vielation of the law. From January to November to 
1°31, we handled a total of 398 disciplinary cases of which 119 involving 
161 persoms were filed for investigation, and wo saw to it that certain 
seTiows criminal viclations of the law received due pumishment, guarantceing 
the legal rights of the peblic. We made new advances in our economic pro- 
eetatertal work. Throwsh Sowember of last year the entire province had 
haendied 1,242 e omemic cases of ome type or another and, following pene- 
trating servers, 572 were filed for investigation. Among these, investi- 
cated cases of corruption increased 19 percent over those through all of 
1?%). and imweetigated cases of the “swastika™ type increased three-fold. 
avestigated coees of theft from and denudation of forests increased 26 
«reent ower 198). Forcefully attacking criminal activity in the economic 
area Sas comtribeted to the safeguarding of our economic readjustment. 

The oreceratorial work of dealing with charges and appeals has been st reng- 
themed and we hawe accepted and handied a aumber of appeal cases, upheld 
juetice, attacked crime and strengthened the relationship between the 
cocuratorial agencies and the seorle. 











Representatives, having gone through a year of reestablishment, the condi- 
tion of social order has turned for the better. The arrogamce of criminal 
elements has disappeared, the number of crimes committed has fallen and the 
rate at which cases are concluded has risen. From January to November 

of last year there were 6.6 percent fewer cases than for the same period 
in 1980 and the rate at which cases were concluded increased 11.1 percent. 
The bad have begun to fear the law and to fear the masses, and criminal 
elements are gradually disintegrating. Cases of confession and voluntary 
surrender are increasing; instances of hooliganism, thievery and robbery, 
and quarreling and beatings about which the masses are most ups2t have 
declined dramatically, and the social order and security of piblic places 
have undergone a turn for the better; the initiative of the masses in 
struggling against criminal elements has risen and the people's feelings 
of security have increased. But, social order has not made a basic turn 
for the better yet, and a number of problems remain. Especially worthy 

of note is the continuing increase of some grave and heinous cases. From 
January to November of 1981 grave and particularly largescale criminal 
cases increased 23.8 percent over the same period in 1980. This is unques- 
tionably a serious threat to social order. There are still holes in the 
work of managing jails and reforming and educating through labor. There 
are repeated instances of detained criminals and those undergoing reform 
or education through labor escaping, and some who are released after their 
sentence is up or who are relieved from reform through labor go on tc commit 
new crimes. Some of the large and important cases are perpetrated by these 
people. Criminal activity in the economic area is relatively striking and 
it greatly interferes with and endangers our economic readjustment. We 
also note that cases of counterrevolutionary activity are on the rise. 

The sabotage by the remnant forces of the Lin Biao, Jiang Qing cliqus is 
also worthy of our serious attention. After implementing the policy of 
opening up to the outside world and implementing the systems of production 
responsibility in agriculture, there was some work that we could not for 

a time catch up on, and there appeared some new conditions and new problems. 
These all require further investigation and research and must be ‘ealt 
with seriously. 


There are still many problems in our work. There are still individual 
areas where criminal elements are not attacked forcefully and promptly. 
Some are unclear of their situations and are not sufficiently aware of the 
need for severe and swift punishment in accordance with the law for serious 
criminal elements; some onesidedly emphasize the notion of severe and 
swift and are not strict about handling matters in accordance with the law, 
and they are simplistic and crude in their work. Some places are not force- 
ful enough in handling cases. Their ideological understanding is lacking, 
and this has a definite effect on their work. For many and varied reasons 
there are still instances of matters not being handled within proper time 
limits. These problems are waiting to be overcome and corrected by us in 
our work in the future. 


Representatives, the Central Committee of the Party places great emphasis 
on strengthening the establishment of our nation's legal system and our 
work in politics and law. They have many times indicated that we must 











strengthen the development of political and legal troops and reestablish 
good leading groups, proper discipline and good work styles, and see to it 
that there is a decisive development in our political and legal work in 
1982. In regard to the directives of the leading comrades on the Central 
Committee, we have, in combination with the actual conditions of our pro- 
vince, carried out serious research and planning in this provincewide 
meeting of Chief Procurators which has just concluded. 


We must continue to implement the spirit of the All China-Five Large Cities 
Forum on Social Order and, under the leadership of the provincial committee 
of the party, while taking the reestablishment of social order to be the 
central focus, firmly attack serious criminal elements, firmly attack the 
sabotage of the remnant forces of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," con- 
tinually carry out struggle against counterrevolutionaries and other criminal 
elements and see to it that the social order in urban and rural areas turns 
steadily for the better. In terms of the actual conditions of our province, 
one of the major hidden dangers for social order is the extremely small 
number of ringleaders who carry out grave and heinous crimes. Because of 
this, if we want to stress and attack the major points, we must mete out 
severe and swift punishment in accordance with the law to these murderers, 
arsonists, lootists, rapists, bombers, and other serious criminal elements 
that endanger society, and absolutely cannot show leniency. Procuratorial 
agencies must work closely with public security agencies and the courts, 

act with initiative and fiercely attack, promptly arrest and indict criminals 
engaged in harmful activities. We must actively participate in compre- 
hensive administration, begin with actual conditions, explore new paths 

of comprehensive administration, research positive preventative measures 

to reduce the commission of crimes and especially reduce the occurance of 
grave crimes. We must rely on the masses, realistically implement a system 
of responsibility for order and security, carry out a unification of special- 
ized agencies and the mass line and see to it that comprehensive administra- 
tion achieves a new effectiveness. The procuratorial work in the areas 

of detention, discipline, economics and charges and appeals must take the 
reestablishment of social order to be the central focus, and so intimately 
combine with the reestablishment of social order. We must actively cooperate 
with public security departments, implement the principles and policies 

of reform and education through labor, firmly attack renewed criminal 
activity, reform incarceration work, anu hasten the reform of criminals. 
During our readjustment of the national economy, certain lawless elements 
will take the opportunity to engage in criminal activities, damaging the 
socialist economic order, endangering stability and unity and endangering 
the social order. In regard to those criminal elements that collude with 
external forces, are corrupt and offer bribes, engage in speculation and 
engage in other serious crimes, we must firmly punish them in accordance 
with the law. In regard to personnel who work in state agencies partici- 
pating in criminal activities, we must deal with them severely. We must 
further strengthen the struggle against economic criminals, and the struggle 
against those who violate the law and breech discipline, and fully develop 
each item of the procuratorial task. By carrying out each procuratorial 
function we hasten a turn for the better in the social order of our nation. 




















In punishing crime and reestablishing social order, procuratorial agencies 
must adhere strictly to the law, correctly carry out the policies of the 
party and be meticulous about struggle tactics. With the exception of 
severely and swiftly punishing the small number of serious criminal elements 
in accordance with the law, we must do everything possible to educate and 
redeem the majority of minor lawbreakers and especially the younger offenders. 
We should mobilize families and the strength of society in order to do well 
in working with them. While overcoming the situation of attacking weakly, 
we must pay attention to distinguishing circumstances, guard against sim- 
plicity and crudity, firmly uphold the notion of not arresting a person 
when that option exists, thoroughly carry out the policy of “leniency for 
those who confess their crimes and severity for those who do not," and 
accurately, promptly and legally attack criminal elements. 


To ensure the smooth implementation of our procuratorial work, we must do 
well at reorganizing the leading groups of the procuratorial agencies at 
every level and do well in ideology and organization building for our pro- 
curatorial cadre troops. We must carry out further penetrating study of 
the "Resolution" of the Sixth Plenum of the 1lth Party Central Committee 
and the spirit of the Central Committee's forum on problems on the ideo- 
logical battlefront. We should use the spirit of the "Resolution" to 
unite our ideology and to maintain political unanimity with the Central 
Committee. We must continue to eliminate the residual poison of the Lin 
Biao, Jiang Qing clique and do a good job in quelling chaos and restoring 
order. While we continue to eliminate the guiding ideology of the "left," 
we must clearly criticize tendencies toward bourgeois liberalization and 
firmly overcome the weak and disorganized state of ideological leadership. 
Through reorganization we must see to it that the leading groups in pro- 
curatorial agencies are strong and that procuratorial cadres and troops 
have a strong sense of organization and discipline, and we must obey the 
laws and edicts of the state in a model way, closely unite with the masses, 
fulfill our duties and responsibilities, arouse our spirits, and work 

hard to achieve a decisive development in the procuratorial work of our 
province and to achieve a basic turn for the better in the social order of 
our province!

ROLE OF LAWYERS DISCUSSED 
Nanjing XINHUA RIBAO in Chinese 8 Jan 82 p 4

[Text] The "People's Republic of China Provisional Regulations Regarding 
Lawyers" which was pz.ssed by the 15th session of the Standing Committee of 
the Fifth National People's Congress went into effect on the first of January 
this year. 


Not long before at the Fourth Plenum of the Fifth National People's Congress 
the people's representatives indicated that: to reestablish social order we 
must carry out "comprehensive administration." Since lawyers are the nation's 
legal workers, they too should be a part of the "comprehensive administration." 
But, in actual life, some people feel that: since lawyers defend the accused 

in criminal matters, how can they take part in "comprehensive administration?" 
Actually, in carrying out "comprehensive administration" to reestablish social 
order, lawyers have done a lot of work. The "People's Republic of China 
Provisional Regulations Regarding Lawyers" assigns five major tasks to lawyers, 
each one intimately related to carrying out "comprehensive administration" to 
reestablish social order. 


First, the answering of questions of law and writing up of legal documents for 
others by lawyers is extensive work of service to society. After lawyers in 
every area began operating, they faced a tremendous amount of work in dealing 
with letters and visits from the masses, and, in line with the spirit of 
passified handling of the contradictions within the ranks of the people, they 
responded with reason and with guidance in terms of the law to the various 
questions concerning the law and the demands for lawsuits which were raised 

by the visiting masses, seeing to it that the average civil dispute and dis- 
putes involving minor criminal matters are taken care of at their onset. There 
are numerous examples of this. Such as the man in Jiangyan County who wrote 

a legal appeal 132 times. When he came to the legal counsel office to ask a 
lawyer to write 133d appeal, the lawyer took aim at the concrete conditions 
surrounding his careless fanning of the flames of disaster which were causing 
losses of both public and private resources and cited the law in persuading 
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this fellow to forego his doubts and suspicions. The man later said: "I am 
indebted to you for your clear and reasoned guidance and systematic explana- 
tion which allowed me to finally see the light. I will never, ever bring 
suit again...." Other legal counsel offices have also had similar experi- 
ences. When some of the masses come to legal counsel offices, they angrily 
demand that an “indictment" be written. But after receiving the clarifying 
guidance of a lawyer, they understand the basic principles involved and with 
a pleasant demeanor request that a “legal agreement" be written. According 
to statistics of the legal counsel office in Yizheng County: of 52 persons 
who met with lawyers and demanded to have an indictment written up, 18 aban- 
doned their requests to bring lawsuits after the lawyers expounded on the 
spirit behind policies and accurately explained the law. This was 34.6 per- 
cent of those bringing complaints against others. 


Now, as for lawyers “taking on matters for parties not involved in litigation, 
offering legal aid or becoming legal representatives to participate in media- 
tion or arbitration activities," this too is an important aspect of lawyers 
having a hand in "comprehensive administration." Everyone is willing to bring 
certain disputes between legal persons, and even questions of citizenry and 
the individual, family property, marriage, inheritance, adoption, etc. to 
lawyers in search of ways to deal with them. Some matters get to the point 
where they cannot be worked out and then people come to legal counsel offices 
where the matters are handled without litigation and solved. For example, 
there was the company in Suzhou that got into a dispute with a nearby fac- 
tory over the boundary line to the land on which they were building during 
basic construction--the two sides could not agree and neither side would give 
in. A worker in the factory found an excuse to occupy the living quarters of 
the company. The leadership of the factory did not prevent it. The company 
could only invite a lawyer to handle things. The lawyer told the worke: occu- 
pying the housing that doing so was a violation of the law, and that having 
already broken the law, if he did not repent and mend his ways, that he would 
have to bear legal responsibility; and he told the factory leadership that 
between the two parti2s was to be drawn, they were to carry out concrete dis- 
cussions in the spirit of mutual understanding and of making mutual conces- 
sions. Through mediation by the lawyer, the matter was reasonably solved and 
an enlargement of the situation was avoided, which was good for social stabil- 
ity. Lawyers in some places have run across disputes between married couples 
brought on because one of them had had an affair and they all place emphasis 
on clarifying which matters fall within the scope of morality and which 
situations involve criminality. The lawyers take the initiative in urging 
reconciliation, thereby avoiding an unnatural break up of a family. Numerous 
cases similar to these reflect the role of lawyers in “comprehensive adminis- 
tration." 


Lawyer participation in criminal litigation is even more closely related to 
"comprehensive administration." Because, in regard to the average defendant 
held in criminal matters, the lawyer protects his legal rights and therefore, 
to a certain extent, it is easy for him to gain the confidence of the accused. 
Some of the accused, because they fear punishment or out of a sense of good 
luck, adamantly deny their crimes. But, after a lawyer teaches them about the 
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legai system and patiently guides them, most will confess their crimes and 
receive lenient treatment. This has positive significance in terms of getting 
the accused to admit guilt, take the medicine and accept reform. 


Our lawyers are, like other political and legal workers, a force in the con- 
struction of our legal system and are one aspect of “comprehensive adminis- 
tration." When the "People's Republic of China Provisional Regulations Re- 
garding Lawyers" are fully put into effect, we must strengthen the ideological 
and political leadership of lawyers, raise the political quality of persons 
engaged in work as lawyers and the level of their professionalism, mobilize 
the initiative of the entire body of persons engaged in work as lawyers and 
contribute to building our nation into a strong, modernized socialist state.

Another year is past, and 1982, the new year full of promise is here. 
We offer warm new year's wishes to comrades on all fronts in Shanghai. 


In the year that just passed, there were new developments in all kinds of 
party and state operations. The political and economic situation is even 
better than what was estimated. The signs that things are good are: 1, the 
political situation of peaceful unity has been further solidified and 
expanded. The plenum of the sixth Central Committee passed the "Resolution 
on Certain Questions in the History of our Party since the Founding of the 
PRC," and this has had a great positive role in unifying the ideology of the 
whole party and all the people. 2, the national economy has continued to 
improve. This is not only manifest in the overall increase in agricultural 
production despite droughts and flooding; industrial output rose somewhat 
through readjustment; and most important, the financial situation improved, 
showing a balance between finance and credit; and the people's standard of 
living continued to improve. Just as in the nation as a whole, in the past 
year Shanghai has made new contributions in all works due to the strenuous 
efforts of the workers, peasants, and intellectuals. The gross value of 
industrial output rose three percent.

They should be the frontrunners in the construction of both material and 
spiritual culture. 


Recently leading comrades of the Central Committee emphatically pointed out 
to the whole party that the primary task for our party now and in the future 
is to improve the national economy and to improve spiritual culture. All 
departments and all operations must struggle to realize these two great 
objectives. 


These two great objectives are beckoning and urging all the people of the 
country victoriously onward. Our tasks for 1982 have been designated based 
on these two great objectives, and doing a good job in the new year is to 
make progress in the realization of these two great objectives. Members of 
the Communist Party, members of the Communist Youth League, and broad masses, 
no matter what their trades or specific jobs, must all establish an ideology 
for struggling to realize these two great objectives. This is the source 

of our strength for doing a good job in everything. Grasp the construction 
of material culture with one hand and the construction of spitirual culture 
with the other. The two are intimately related and cannot be separated. We 
are a socialist nation. The superiority and vitality of socialism is not 
only manifested inthe ability to develop social productivity and to construct 
a good material culture, it is also clearly manifested in the ability to 
foster a brand-new mental attitude among the people, to establish lofty 
social moral customs, and to establish a very human spiritual culture. Only 
by building a great socialist spiritual culture at the same time as we 

build a great material culture can we ensure the long-lasting development of 
China's national economy as well as the building of material culture in the 
socialist direction. Therefore, at all times, we must resolutely grasp 

with both hands. All our werk must follow these two objectives and must 
serve them. Doing all this is what being of one heart and one mind really 
means. What is it that we call having a high level of ideology? To 
habitually remember these two objectives of our struggle; this is what it 
means to have a high level of ideology. Otherwise, when doing our jobs and 
in our work we are apt to miss the main point and not reach our objectives. 
We might even end up carrying our decentralism, routineism, or parochialism. 
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The conditions for improving the national economy are much more favorable 
now than they were in the past. The most important thing is that we already 
have the ten point economic program pointed out by comrade Zhao Ziyang at 

the Fourth Plenary Session of the Fifth National People's Congress. This ten 
point program summarizes the experiences in economic work, both good and bad, 
since the founding of the country.

It contains two important 
aspects. One is the further development of education, science, culture, 
arts, health, and physical education. This is a guide post of whether a 
society is civilized and to what level it is civilized. The other aspect is 
to broadly establish through society, through effective propaganda education 
work and ideological political work, a socialist and communist ideology, 
moral customs, and work ethic. We must foster a spirit of patriotism and 
internationalism. Especially, since we are a socialist nation of people's 
democratic dictatorship, the nurturing and education of the new generation 

in the far-reaching ideology of communism and in communist moral ethics is 
the major objective of building a spiritual civilization. The development of 
this ideological spiritual civilization marks the distinction between our 
socialist society and capitalist societies as well as all the exploitive 
societies of the past. It is also the mutual hope and strong demand of 

all of China's broad masses of understanding upright citizens. In 
accordance with these two demands, in 1981 we in Shanghai must definitely 
mobilize the whole party and all the forces of society to create a strong 
and enduring social opinion that will view spiritual civilization as something 
to be proud of and not something to be ashamed of, and press on with all 
construction of spiritual civilization. Without a strong enduring social 
opinion to support the cerrect and suppress the errant, social traditions 
will be transformed, and with only bits and pieces of a weak ineffective 
sucial opinion to rely on, a socialist spiritual civilization will be 
impossible to construct. On this point, this newspaper will work hard with 
other circles, and do its best. 


The objective is very clear-cut, and the program is even more in line with 
reality. The key point for completing all our tasks in 1982 lies in 

rousing the revolutionary spirit in the broad masses of cadres, and doing 
every task in a down-to-earth manner. The rousing of the revolutionary spirit 
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was brought out by the Party Central Committee. It was directed at something 
specific, and what it was directed at was those comrades among our cadres 
who are apathetic. For example, when some comrades are faced with a problem, 
they just moan and groan.

and creating a whole new ballgame. We must have working zeal, a pioneering 
spirit, and an inquisitive mind. We must go deep into the realities of life, 
investigate and research, work very hard, be cautious and conscientious, 
modest and prudent, and do our work in a down-to-earth style, with even 
better results. Only with this kind of sure and steady progress will we 

be sure to be able t» complete our tasks for 1982, and be able to take the 
happy step necessary to successfully attain these tow objectives.

[Text] The great Marxist and proletarian revolutionary Comrade Liu Shaoqi 
was an outstanding Marxist theorist of our party. During the protracted 
revolutionary struggles, Comrade Shaoqi persistently upheld the materialist 
principles and persistently applied the Marxist philosophy in practice. 

He was particularly good at linking the Marxist philosophical principles 

to practice, conducting thorough investigations, specifically analyzing 
problems, creatively applying the Marxist philosophy to all his revolutionary 
activities and very effectively carrying out revolutionary work. Although 
Comrade Shaoqi had not written many special philosophical works, his 
philosophical concepts are condensed in a number of articles, speeches and 
reports by him. Seriously studying Comrade Shaoqi's philosophical concepts 
is very necessary to our upholding the party's dialectical materialism 
ideological line, summing up historical experiences and promoting socialist 
modernization. 


I 


Comrade Liu Shaoqi was persistently loyal to the materialist principles. 

He upheld seeking truth from facts and proceeded from the actual situation 
in everything. He held: In the course of transforming the world, we the 
communists must proceed from the actual situation and not from our subjective 
imaginations. He said: "We must not depart from reality when transforming 
the world. We must not ignore reality, escape from reality, nor surrender 
to the ugly reality. We face up to reality, understand reality, seek 
survival and development in reality, struggle against the ugly reality, 
transform reality and gradually attain our ideal." ("Selected Works of 

Liu Shaoqi,™ Vol 1, p 129. Hereafter when passages are quoted from this 
book, only the page number will be noted.) Proceeding from reality in 
everything is not just 4 simple formula. It embodies very rich content and 
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is a tundamental demand of the dialectical materialist philosophical line. 
Therefore, “all guiding principles must seek truth from facts.” (p 307) 
Once we depart from the principle of seeking truth from facts, we will not 
be able to formulate correct principles, and we will not be able to have 
correct leadership. Moreover, in the course of upholding the principle of 
seeking truth from facts, Comrade Shaoqi also gave a lot of explanations 
about this principle. 


Comrade Shaoqi pointed out: In upholding the principle of seeking truth from 
facts, we must tirst adopt an honest attitude. We must admit whether we 
understand something or not. "You must not teach or guide others on questions 
of which you have not obtained a clear picture.” (p 42) On all questions, 

we must "make no exaggerations nor obligations. We must not feel conceited 
over achievements nor cover up mistakes. We must state whether something is 
good or bad as it is.” (p 384) Im 1947, he spoke at the national land 
conference: "There was a process of development for the land conference. 

At the initial stage, there were shortcomings and even mistakes in some views, 
arguments and policies. They were later corrected. It can thus be seen that 
the conference sought truth from facts, and that we people, including myself, 
did make mistakes. We made mistakes at the beginning; but they were later 
corrected. This is the way to do it." (p 384) This fully manifested 

Comrade Shaoqi's honest attitude of seeking truth from facts. 


Second, in upholding seeking truth from facts, we must also strive to explore 
and master the inherent laws of objective things. Otherwise, we will not 

be able to obtain a correct understanding, and we will not be able to take 
correct actions. Comrade Shaoqi particularly opposed the erroneous tendency 
ot formularizing certain experiences and the dogmatist attitude of rigidly 
adhering to certain clauses. He advocated facing up to reality and finding 
out the laws of things in reality. It is necessary to "'seek truth’ from 
facts" and not "'seek truth’ from historical analogies.” (p 308) 


Third, Comrade Shaoqi also emphasized: To uphold seeking truth from facts, 
it is necessary to have very great revolutionary courage. People who have 
no party spirit or principles cannot seek truth from facts. Why? This is 
because in general, efforts to seek truth from facts mean a developmental 

and innovative force, it is a challenge to the outmoded and conservative 
force and is therefore invariably seriously fettered and obstructed. 
Therefore, “upholding seeking truth from facts has to be achieved with a high 
level of revolutionary spirit and courage." (p 313) During the period from 
after the failure of the great revolution to the early 1930's, there was an 
erroneous tendency in our party of making Marxism a dogma and of making the 
resolutions of the Communist International and the experiences of the Soviet 
Union something sacred, At that time, the principal leader of the CCP 
Central Committee repeatedly committed the mistakes of leftist adventurism. 
The Chinese revolution was almost once again brought to a hopeless situation. 
During that tiwe, Comrade Shaoqi spent most of his time working in the 
dangerous white area. However, he disregarded his personal safety and his 
personal gain or loss and, even under the situation that he was given the 
punishment of dismissal, he unswervingly took the stand of Marxist principles, 
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courageously upheld adopting an attitude of seeking truth from facts when 
studying and solving practical problems of the Chinese revolution, and staged 
2 resolute struggle against leftist adventuris= and ieftist dogzuatiss. 

We can imagine that, amid the circumstances of that time, very great courage 
and very lofty revolutionary spirit were required to uphold the principle of 
seeking truth from facts! Nevertheless, as was pointed out by Comrade 
Shaoqi: "The materialists are courageous.” (p 402) This is exactly where 
the strength of revolutionary materialise lies. 


Fourth, in upholding the principle of seeking truth from facts, we must 
specitically analyze various specific situations. We must not only see the 
phenomenon, but gust also see the nature of things. We sust not only see 

ome aspect, but must also see all the other aspects of things. Otherwise, 

we will not be able to see the true features of things, and we will not be 
able to master the laws of things. As noted by Comrade Shaoqi: “To be 

true we must be comprehensive. It will not be truth if one aspect is 
missing.” (p 402) This is because all things are unified bodies of contra- 
dictions and complications. Therefore, when understanding and analyzing 
things, we must achieve: “The first thing is to be true without any exaggera- 
tion; and then it is necessary to be comprehensive and profound.” (p 403) 
What we mean by being true is that we must reflect things in accordance 

with their original features without adding any subjective factors. This 

is in fact the basic demand of materialism. What we mean by being compre- 
hensive and profound is that when understanding things, we must not only see 
all aspects of them, but we must also go deep inside them and master their 
nature. This is in fact the basic demand of applying dialectics to the 
theory of knowledge. Comrade Shaoqi gave a very detailed and thorough exposi- 
tion of this question. He pointed out: "When we talk about being comprehensive 
and profound, we should say that if we are not profound, we will not be 
comprehensive. If things are not raised to the theoretical level, they cannot 
be comprehensive. They can only be fragmentary, phenomenal and unsystematic. 
To be comprehensive, we must have synthesis and summation and raise things 

to the level of policies and theories. If we do not raise things to the 

level of theory, we will not be able to understand their nature. Theories 
should be ‘penetrating." They should not only be able to explain phenomena 
and superficial knowledge, but should also be able to explain the internal 
connections of things.” (p 403) What Comrade Shaoqi stated here was in fact 
a summation of his own experiences. It is a truth that has been tested and 
verified through his own practice. The reason that he could make such profound 
and incisive explanations of many significant practical issues in China's 
democratic revolution was that he raised the issues to the level of theory and 
made a theoretical summation and explanation. 


Comrade Shaoqi attached importance to practice. This was first manifested in 
the fact that he regarded practice as the basis for people to understand and 
transform the world. He profoundly understood that revolutionary material ism 
cannot depart from practice for «ven a single moment; and this is determined 
by the nature of materialism itself. Without practice, it will be impossible 
to have any real materialism. From the point of view of revolutionary 
materialism, people must go through practice in order to obtain a correct 
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understanding and the rights to speak and lead in work. Comrade Shaoqi not 
nly upheld this materialist view, but also further pointed out: people 
must go through practice in the process of transforming their subjective 
wridcd, which includes their personal ideological and moral self-cultivation. 

d “We are revolutionary materialists and our self-cultivation aust 
mot depart from the masses" revolutionary practice.” “We must not depart 
from the practical rewolutionary sovement of the working masses, especially 

the proletarian masses.” (pp 109, 101) “To transform and enhance 

themselves, revolutionaries sust participate in and gust never depart from 
revolutionary practice.” © 99) 


Comrade Shaogi persistently attached importance to the unity of theory and 
ractice. He was diligent in conducting investigations and study and in 
summing up experiences and lessons and was good at raising practical 
experiences to the lewel of theory. He attached great importance to 
integrating the Marxist philosophical principles with daily work in solving 
eractical revolutionary problems. In particular, during the transition 
period of the revolution, he greatly emphasized that ideology and theories 
must change with the development of revolutionary practice and changes in the 
situation. Om the eve of the war against Japanese aggression, when the 
lapanese imperialists occupied north China step bv step and vainly attempted 
to destroy the whole of China, the Chinese people's national salvation 
movement against Japanese aggression rose to an unprecedented height. Under 
the leadership of our party, an extensive national united front against 
Japanese aggression was quickly established, and there was therefore a 
fundamental change in China's domestic situation. It was a comprehensive 
change. Comrade Shaoqi pointed out: In line with this change, our party 
must make a corresponding change in the organization of struggle and methods 
of work. At the same time, there must ve a change in ideology and theory. 
Without the latter change, it would be impossible to achieve a political and 
organization. chaage. He said: We must change “from empty talk to realitv, 
and from meiaghysics to dialectics.” (p 56) Practice has demonstrated that 
this view of Comrade Shaoqi is completely correct. And it was actually a 
fact. Every major turning point in history is invariably accompanied by 

a major change in ideology and theory. This is a historical truth. 


Theory has to be tested and revised by practice. This is a basic Marxist 
principle. Comrade Shaoqi persistently used practice as an objective criterion 
for testing theories and resolutely advocated using practice to test the 
party's theories, principles and policies. At a talk to a delegation of 
reporters in north Chima, he pointed out: "You are allowed to inspect whether 
the party's policies are correct or not. In case you find that the party's 
policies are wrong, vou are allowed to speak up.... Does this mean a 

disbelief in the party's policies? Not at all. Whether the party's policies 
are correct or not has to be tested in practice by the masses." He also 
pointed out: “If there is any mistake in policies, we then revise them; and 
if they are incomplete, we then supplement them to make them complete. This 
is the way Marxist-Leninist leadership should be.” (p 403) Comrade Shaoqi 
also held: Marxist-Leninists must continuously inspect every step of their 
work through practice. In the journey of revolution, people must always 
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continuously sum up their experiences, review their past and ‘ook forward 

to the future. As was pointed out by Marx, for every step advanced, the 
proletariat will generaily turn around and carry out a number of criticisms 
and examinations before they continue to move forward. This is a question 
encountered by all revolutionaries. However, what criterion should be 

used to inspect our own work and appraise the past rights and wrongs? 
Comrade Shaoqi held: This criterion can only be practice. He said: In our 
work, we will never "use quotations from books and idioms as our grounds. 
we will use practical experience as our grounds, use it to inspect every 
step of our work and learn through our own mistakes and educate others to 
push the work forward." (p 296) This was what he said and what he did. All 
his activities and works have eioquently explained this point. 


Comrade Shaoqi always resolutely opposed those dogmatists who ignored practice 
and departed from reality. He said: "They fear most the test of practice." 
(p 298) He strictly criticized the dogmatists' subjectivism and formalism 

of “paying attention only to the superficial form of things and paying no 
attention to their vivid content," and of "remembering only the clauses of 
Marxism and not being able to vividly apply those clauses to specific 
situations." He also pointed out that "the philosophical mistakes of 
dogmatism have caused great losses to our party." Therefore, "our comrades 
must resolutely discard this kind of subjectivism and formalism and replace 

it with Marxist dialectics." (p 71) In the protracted revolutionary activities, 
he staged a most arduous and unyielding struggle against the dogmatists who 
greatly jeopardized the party's cause. 


Comrade Shaoqi also greatly despised the sort of empty talk which departed from 
reality and ignored practice. As early as in 1936, he wrote the article 
"Eliminate the Leadership Style of Empty Talk" and relentlessly exposed and 
criticized empty talk. He said: People who indulge in empty talk never try 

to solve practical problems, but only play with empty political terms. This 
sort of “empty talk has no advantages but only disadvantages." "Once a 

lively subject or a vivid question falls into the hands or mouths of those 
people who indulge in empty talk, it immediately becomes something very life- 
less. Once rebuked and messed around by these people who indulge in empty talk, 
comrades who are originally very vivid and lively immediately become people 

who have lost their souls and future. (p 42) He thereby concluded that 
‘without eliminating and changing this sort of phrase-mongering, our party's 
organization and work will not develop actively." (p 41) While opposing 

empty talk, Comrade Shaoqi also clearly pointed out: "Our theories are 
materialist.” That is to say, they are “objective and materialist principles 
which proceed from reality and are aimed at practice." (P 217) He therefore 
held that our party must advocate: Face up to reality, oppose empty talk 

and be brave in practice. 


Comrade Shaoqi's theories and philosophical thinking have penetrated into 
reality and have merged together with his activities of revolutionary 
practice. His theories and philosophical thinking therefore embody great 
vitality. This remarkable advantage of his philosophical thinking is parti- 
cularly worth our studying. 
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II 


Marxist philosophy is a complete and thorough scientific world outlook. 
Historical materialism is an organic and inseparable integral part of 

Marxist philosophy. It is in fact a very significant part. It has provided 
the proletariat with a direct ideological weapon of understanding and 
transforming the society. Being a revolutionary and practical materialist, 
Comrade Liu Shaoqgi always attached importance to using the principles of 
dialectical materialism to observe and analyze social problems and to guide 
revolutionary work. He said: "Marxist-Leninist theory is our weapon for 
observing all phenomena and handling all questions, especially for observing 
all social phenomena and handling all social questions." (p 116) He also 
repeatedly emphasized that it is necessary to uphold and publicize 

historical materialism and use historical materialism to educate the cadres 
and masses, He demanded that the cadres and masses "enhance their theoretical 
level, be familiar with Marxism-Leninism, and particularly study historical 
materialism, the theory of knowledge and the method of class analysis." (p 406) 
Comrade Shaoqi certainly directly applied the basic principles of historical 
materialism to his revolutioary practice. 


The theory of historical materialism founded by Marx and Engels tells us: 

The masses are the creators of history and they constitute the main body of 
historical activities. Only in the practical activities of the people is 
there the decisive force of historical development and a yardstick for 
commenting on history and appraising the rights and wrongs of history. During 
the protracted revolutionary struggles, Comrade Shaoqi unswervingly upheld 
this basic principle of historical materialism. He specifically pointed out: 
"History is created by the masses, and not by the heroes." (p 311) However, 
in terms of Marxist philosophy, the people are a historical category. That 
is to say, in different historical periods and at different stages of 
historical development, the composition of the people varies. However, no 
matter in what time and under what conditions, the working class and working 
masses are always the core of the people. As was pointed out by Engels: 
"Ever since the development of classes, there has never been a period in which 
the society could exist without the working class."" "No matter what changes 
occur in the upper strata of the society which do not engage in production, 
the society will not survive without a producers’ class." ("Collected Works 
of Marx and Engels," Vol 19, p 315) Throughout the period of the new 
democratic revolution, Comrade Shaoqi spent most of his time directly 
developing the workers’ movement and mass work. He had a profound under- 
standing of the worker and peasant masses and was closely linked with them. 
He thus had a very profound and thorough understanding of this view expounded 


by Engels. He constantly used words that were easy to understand and vivid 
to publicize to the masses this basic principle of historical materialism. He 
said: "Who created the world? It was created by the workers and peasants. 


Where does the rice come from and where do the houses come from? All these 
are created by the workers and peasants. However, those who did not create 
the world have occupied the world. He thereby drew a conclusion: "The world 
can be a world without the landlords and capitalists, but not without the 
workers." Therefore, "wemight as well overthrow the world." (p 236) He always 
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earnestly practiced what he advocated and put into action what he used to 
educate other people. It was exactly because Comrade Shaogi could unswerving- 
ly uphold this basic principle of historical materialism and that he was as 
good as his words that he could put right the relationship between the 
individuals and the masses and correctly appraise the historical roles of 
individuals (especially leaders). It was also because Comrade Shaogi had 

a profound understanding of the basic principle of historical materialism 
that he was able to consciously establish a firm mass viewpoint. Comrade 
Shaoqi actually made many incisive expositions about the mass viewpoint. 

He held that it was in fact an inevitable conclusion derived through the 
application of the basic principle that the masses are the creators of 
history, to revolutionary practice; and this mass viewpoint is something all 
revolutionaries should have. Not only should the leaders establish mass 
viewpoint, but the cadres, workers and peasants should all establish a 

mass viewpoint. "All people should have a mass viewpoint." (p 305) There 
is no exception for any revolutionary. This is because, "the mass viewpoint 
is a revolutionary viewpoint and a revolutionary spirit. It is linked to 
the stand of the proletariat and the feelings of the people. Without then, 
there will not be a thorough mass line." (p 392) 


During the protracted revolutionary struggles, Comrade Mao Zedong systemati- 
cally applied the principle that the masses are the creators of history to 

all the activities of the party and formed a mass line in all the work of 

the party. It is a scientific summary of the precious historical experience 
of our party. In all his work, Comrade Shaoqi not only faithfully implemented 
and practiced this line, but also on the basis of personal practice made an 
explanation and elaboration in theory of the various basic points of the 
party's mass line. In particular, in his report on the revision of the 

party constitution delivered at the Seventh Party Congress, he made a 
systematic and scientific exposition of the party's mass line; and he also 
made significant contributions to the formation and development of the party's 
mass line. 


Comrade Shaoqi held that the basic point of departure of the mass line is doing 
everything for the masses. This is determined by the nature of the Communist 
Party; and it is the point of convergence of we communists in deliberating 
questions and undertaking work. He said: "The sole purpose of our policies 
is for the interests of the masses."' (p 393) He also further pointed out: 
"The mass line is the basic line. Once we depart from the mass line, it is 
impossible to have a correct line in policies, organization, military affairs 
or everything else." (p 392) The basic point of departure of the mass line 
is "doing everything for the masses, Otherwise, revolution will be 
meaningless." (p 234) Therefore, during the revolutionary struggles and in 
his daily work, he often repeatedly emphasized: "We are doing everything 

for the people. We are the servants of the people and we must serve the 
people in politics, military affairs, economics and culture." (p 310) Doing 
everything for the masses is not just an empty slogan. Comrade Shaoqi 
resolutely opposed the kind of armchair revolutionaries who turned "doing 
everything for the people" into just high-sounding words. He said: "The 
idea of serving the people conscientiously should be established. It is no 
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good shouting slogans loudly and putting on a very convincing act but not 
actually doing anything for the people. We had better serve the people 
conscientiously!" (p 311) To him, "doing everything for the people" was 
never an empty slogan, but a motto for action. He bent his back to his 
tasks for the people until his very last day; and the Chinese people will 
never forget this. 


Comrade Shaoqi also emphatically expounded that the basic foothold of the 
party's mass line is relying in everything on the people. He held: All 
causes of our party are the causes of the masses. "Therefore, everything 
in our party is dependent upon and determined by the consciousness and 
voluntary actions of the masses. Without the consciousness and voluntary 
actions of the masses, we will not be able to achieve anything and will 
only make some thankless efforts." (p 351) He also said: "The Communist 
Party will have no future if it relies solely on the barrel of a gun and 
on developing a united front with the landlords, gentry and businessmen. 
Relying on the masses is a Marxist revolutionary principle and it must not 
be violated by our actions." (p 398) He also profoundly pointed out: 

The source of strength of us communists lies in the masses. "If we do 

not have a good connection with the masses, we will be in danger and will 
be strangled to death by others, as was Antaios." (p 397) Therefore, he 
said: "The Communist Party has nothing to fear except being detached from 
the masses. So long as the Communist Party relies on the masses, then it 
is invincible." (p 234) In all the practical work he carried out, Comrade 
Shaoqi persistently upheld the leadership method of from the masses and to 
the masses, and always took the revolutionary practice of the masses as the 
basis for testing and verifying the party's policies. He said: "The method 
of deciding policies is from the masses; and when the policies are decided, 
they have to be publicized among and explained to the masses and implemented 
among the masses, When they are right, they will be supported by the 
masses; and if they are wrong, then they will not have the support of the 
masses. If the masses oppose something and do not support it, there must 
be a problem." (p 3393 [as printed]) This has fully demonstrated that 
Comrade Shaoqi resolutely relied on the masses in his practical work. 


In relying on the masses, we must base ourselves on trusting and respecting 
the masses. Without the complete trust of the masses, it will be impossible 
to truly achieve a reliance on the masses. At the theoretical level of 
historical materialism, Comrade Shaoqi incisively expounded this question. 
He said: "A basic principle of Marxism-Leninism is that the workers 
liberate themselves." (p 238) He held that we must firmly believe that 
recat truth that the masses are able to liberate themselves. He resolutely 
opposed the kind of outmoded conventions and bad habits of standing on top 
of the masses. He said: "Some of our comrades do not understand this point. 
They always stand on top of the masses to ‘liberate’ the masses. This is a 
view of bestowing favors--a viewpoint of the exploiting class." (p 311) He 
repeatedly emphasized: We must rely on the masses in all work and believe 
that the masses can do a good job of it. The work must not be taken on by 
people above them. For example, at the end of 1942 when he talked about 

the question of a reduction in rent and interest, he said: "If it is the 
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government which takes the place of the masses in struggling against the 
landlords, it will lose the stand of the government and not be able to take 
into consideration the interests of the landlords. On the other hand, the 
masses will not be mobilized and they will not believe in their own strength. 
They think that it is the Eighth Route Army and the Communist Party which 

look after their interests. A reduction in rent has become a ‘favor bestowed.' 
As a result of this, the government falls out with the landlords and yet 

fails to have the support of the masses. The original intention of those 
people was that they want to do something good. However, it turned out that 
they have done something bad. We should understand that it is not permissible 
to depart from the masses and have only a small mmber of people struggling 
against the landlords." (p 238) Although all these vivid and active 
discussions refer to specific questions in the course of revolution, a basic 
principle runs through them all: the working masses must liberate themselves. 
However, whether or not the workers can really achieve their own liberation 

is "determined by the degree of consciousness of the masses themselves." 

(p 312) It is thus necessary to educate the masses and enhance their politi- 
cal consciousness. He emphasized: In the course of revolution, educating 

and arousing the masses is always a significant task. "The reason the 

enemy can oppress the masses is, apart from the strength of the enemey them- 
selves, the backwardness and lack of organization of the masses themselves. 

If the political consciousness of the masses is enhanced, they will rise up 

to strive for their own liberation. It is our basic method to gradually 
educate the masses on the basis of their present experience and, amid actual 
struggles, enhance the masses’ awareness day after day and allow the masses 

to become naturally revolutionized."' (p 312) Comrade Shaoqi attached very 
great importance to this task. Ever since his early years, he had done a lot 
of work in arousing and educating the masses. He was commended as a "good 
teacher and helpful friend" of the worker-peasant masses. 





Soon after Comrade Shaoqi started his journey of revolution, he resolutely 
held: So long as we believe in and rely on the masses and are good at arousing 
and educating the masses, there will definitely be victory in revolution. He 
pointed out: The big wheel of history has already carried us forward toward 
the direction of the emancipation of all mankind and has called on the workers 
to seek happiness for their own class--and for all mankind. Just who has 

the strength to stop this wheel and push it backward? "Turning it will simply 
help it to move forward." This is a physical law. We must not speak of 

"the power of saving a desperate situation." To be honest, people who stand 
in the way of progress are only shortening their own lives and quickening 
their own destruction. It is inevitable and irresistible that socialism will 
replace capitalism and communism will ultimately be attained. 


Marxist philosophy is a science. It does not put an end to truth, but opens 

up for us a road for continuously developing the Marxist philosophy in practice. 
Fundamentally speaking, Marxist philosophy is revolutionary and practical. It 
progresses with the progress of revolution and develops with the development of 
practice. Comrade Shaoqi upheld materialism all through his life and was brave 
in and good at revolution and practice. He integrated and diffused the principle 
of materialism into revolutionary practice. His philosophical thinking has both 
upheld the general principles of Marxist philosophy and at the same time has its 
own features. His revolutionary and practical materialism is a philosophy full 
of life and of forging courageously ahead.

AGRICULTURAL RESPONSIBILITY SYSTEM, POPULATION CONTROL SEEN RELATED

[Text] In promoting the development of agricultural production, it is of 
important practical significance for us to proceed from the actual situation 
of the population in our country, to adhere to the principle of being 
practical and realistic, to study and resolve relations between population 
growth and the development of national economy in China, and especially to 
understand the necessity of population control since the system of 
agricultural production responsibility has been put into practice. 





Ours is a developing country with a population of one billion people, of 
which 800 million are peasants. The population structure in our country 
shows that peasants are of the overwhelming majority--accounting for 85 
percent of the total population. The agricultural labor force has more than 
300 million people, which amounts to over 75 percent of the labor force in 
the entire country. In the 30 years from 1949 through 1978, 80 percent of 
the population increase has been in rural areas. Ours is still a country 
composed mainly of peasants. This is the state of our nation as well as our 
basic point of departure. 


The implementation of the four modernizations is the central task of the whole 
nation. In the course of implementing the four modernizations, for the 
purpose of effectively keeping population growth under control, special 
attention should be paid to the study of the question of rural population. At 
present, following the practice of the system of agricultural production 
responsibility, some new problems have emerged in the population and family 
planning work which require immediate study and settlement. This is an 
important topic in current population science research. 


The agricultural population must adapt to the development of agricultural 
production. Marxism holds that population production must be suited to 
material production, which is an objective law independent of man's will. 

The iarge population and the low level of development of productive forces 

in our country have become a sharp contradiction to the implementation of 

the four modernizations. At a time when we continue to adjust our national 
economy, we understand that one of its important aspects is to promptly adjust 
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the proportional relationship between both population and material production, 
particularly the relationship between the development of the agricultural 
population and agricultural production. In order to achieve this goal, it 

is necessary for us to start from the objective economic situation and 
economic laws to integrate with the actual population situation in our 
country, and to formulate effective measures and means of control which are 
suited to the actual rural situation so that the development of agricultural 
population can be suited to agricultural production and thereby accelerate 
the process of the four modernizations. 


The reason why population production must adapt to material production and 
maintain a relative relationship between them is that there are inexorable 
internal relations between these two kinds of production. Since men are both 
producers and consumers, in the course of social reproduction, they, on the 
one hand, cooperate with each other and thus become the basic productive 
forces of society. As producers, only through combining themselves with the 
means of production can they engage in production and thus create material 
wealth for society. On the other hand, as the basic consumers of society, 
they are in need of food, clothing and consumer goods to exist and proceed 
with production. Moreover, the consumption level is determined by the 
quantity and structure of the population which, in turn, has a tremendous 
impact on the size, speed and direction of reproduction. In view of this, 

it can be seen that the relative relationship between both population and 
material productions must be suited to each other. This is the universal law 
existing in any society. According to the principles of dialectical 
materialism, the production of materials determines the production of mankind 
themselves. And the production of mankind themselves, in turn, reacts on the 
production of materials. This fact reflects the internal contradictions and 
interactions between these two kinds of production. 


The agricultural population must be suited to the development of agricultural 
production because agriculture plays an important role in the whole national 
economy. Agricultural development as a principal supplier of the means of 
livelihood must adapt to the conditions of agricultural production, or even 

to the population development of the whole country so that they can promote 
each other and development harmoniously. Both the state of agricultural 
development and the condition of the peasants have an important bearing on 
economic development and consolidation of political power in our country. In 
order to gear agricultural population to the needs of agricultural 
development, consideration must be concentrated on two aspects: One is that 
population growth must be suited to the means of subsistence which agriculture 
is able to provide. Another is that the agricultural working population must 
correspond to the labor force agriculture can accommodate. With regard to 

the present situation of our country, it appears that there are some extremely 
contradictory factors in both aspects. First is the contradiction between 
population growth and the development of agricultural production. Calculating 
on the basis of the total grain output of our country in 1978, the per capita 
quota averaged something over 630 jin. Each agricultural laborer produced 
2,080 jin of grain. In other words, the grain produced by each agricultural 
laborer can only feed three people including himself. In 1979, total grain 
output of the whole country registered a 9 percent increase over that in 
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i978. However, owing to population growth, the average per capita grain 
quota remained at something over 600 jin. Situations like this have limited 
the expansion of agricultural reproduction and directly affected the efforts 
to raise the living standards of the peasants. 


Second is the contradiction between the yearly increase in agricultural 
population and the amount of labor as well as the working place. At present, 
agricultural labor productivity in our country is not high. Manual labor is 
the mainstay of agricultural labor. In agriculture, there is still a large 
labor force. However, due to the limited arable area, the means of 
production and the subject of labor in agriculture can no longer accommodate 
increases in the labor population. At the same time, the limited capacity 
of the cities to absorb the rural labor force has made the contradiction 
between the agricultural labor population and the laboring place more 
conspicuous, which has resulted in a surplus labor force in rural areas. The 
surplus labor force has also affected the improvement of agricultural labor 
productivity. 


Since the implementation of the system of fixing output quotas for each 
household, we are faced with a population problem. The system of agricultural 
production responsibility in various forms, including the system of fixing 
output quotas for each household which is presently being carried out in 
rural areas is a necessary measure to maintain close links with the masses 
and to develop agricultuial production. However, it has at the same time 
brought about new population problems which need immediate study and solution. 
We have conducted an investigation at the Shetang Commune of Tianshui County 
on matters concerning themselves and their population problem since 
implementing the system of agricultural production responsibility. Since the 
second half of the year before last, this commune has progressively estab- 
lished and perfected the system of agricultural production responsibility. 
However, some new problems in such aspects as population problem and family 
planning lie ahead of them: First is the contradiction between taking the 
household as a unit of production and population control as well as family 
planning. Due to changes in the style of management, the family planning 
process has somewhat been slackened, or even developed to a state of non- 
interference without anybody taking responsibility for it. Some commune 
members felt that with the implementation of the system of fixing output 
quotas for each household, every family is in need of labor force. More 
labor force can help them cultivate land and engage in sideline production. 
They can thus earn both money and grain for the betterment of their lives. 
Therefore, théy are inclined to have more children than the prescribed 

limit. Second is the lack of appropriate measures to control population 
growth under the condition of changing situations. Since the implementation 
of the system of fixing output quotas for each household, some old measures 
of reward and punishment are no longer applicable and some of the new 
regulations are not realistic nor in line with local conditions. For 
instance, there used to be a rule that in rural areas, 10 percent of the labor 
workpoints of each couple should be deducted should they give birth to 
children beyond the prescribed limit. However, at brigades practicing the 
system of fixing output quotas for each household, remunerations are no longer 
calculated by workpoints, therefore the regulation of deducting then is no 
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longer calculated by workpoints, therefore the regulation of deducting then is 
no longer applicable. At present, it is stipulated that at brigades where 
the system of fixing output quotas for each household is practiced, 10 
percent of the lots to be assigned to each couple having children beyond the 
prescribed limit should be deducted. With regard to brigades located in 
heavily populated areas where land is scarce, this regulation may obtain 
certain results. However, it will have little influence on brigades located 
in the vast and thinly populated mountainous areas. Third is that the 
contradiction between the management of fixed output quotas and the struggle 
to augment the labor force is comparatively more conspicuous, which has 
affected the proper placement and utilization of the labor force. Families 
having more children but fewer laborers often ask their children to quit 
school in order to raise cattle, mow grass, or do housework, while families 
having surplus laborers often try to find job opportunities themselves by 
either taking up odd-jobs elsewhere or engaging in sideline industries. 


The central link for getting population under control is to strengthen 
leadership and adopt effective measures. The establishment of the socialist 
system in our country has, once and for all, abolished the root of relative 
population surplus resulting from the system of private ownership, and has 
provided the possibility for realizing planned birth control, reasonable 
placement of the labor force, and full employment. While we desire to alter 
the situation of inconsistency existing between population production and 
material production to meet the needs of agricultural modernization, we must, 
on the one hand, pay attention to agricultural production, and, on the 

other hand, make an effort to control the production of population. The 
relative relationship between agricultural population and agricultural 
production must be well adjusted so that the two can develop in a coordinated 
way. It is necessary to proceed from the actual situation to work out 
practical ways and means well accepted by the masses to control population 
growth and promote the implementation of agricultural modernization. 


First, party leadership in family planning work should be strengthened. 

This is an important guarantee for implementing family planning. At the 
time when the system of agricultural production responsibility is to be 
further strengthened and perfected, the leadership at all levels must regard 
matters concerning population control and family planning as their daily 
routine and have someone specially assigned to take charge of the work. In 
the rural areas, commune party committees and brigade party branches should 
be called to strengthen their leadership in family planning work. New 
situations must be studied and new problems must be resolved so that 
population planning work can be implemented. In places practicing the system 
of fixing output quotas for each household, an erroneous laissez-faire 
attitude toward family planning work should resolutely be corrected. 


Second, we mist insist that we proceed from the actual situation to formulate 
some practical economic measures and carry out various population policies 
in order to guarantee fulfillment of the task of family planning. In the 
past, measures for providing incentives or imposing economic sanctions in 
rural areas have played a positive role in promoting family planning work. 
However, since the system of agricultural production responsibility has been 
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set up, although some of the original economic measures continue to be 
effective, there are still some which need to be supplemented or amended. It 
is not advisable to "insist on arbitrary uniformity." Policies such as start- 
ing to enroll a child in a nursery or school, seeking medical advice, 
recruiting workers or students, alloting residential lots, taking care of 
only children and their families, as well as the distribution policy concern- 
ing men and women enjoying equal pay for equal work and the policy for 
supporting "households enjoying the five guarantees" and the aged which were 
adopted for the purpose of getting the population under control should be 
firmly implemented in order to relieve the masses of worries concerning their 
families. Things must be done by making overall plans and all-round 
arrangements. We must plan out both material production and population 
production so that the two aspects of social reproduction may develop hand in 
hand. Only at the time when agricultural production has been well developed 
can the collective economy be consolidated and developed and the living 
standards of the peasants be improved, and thereby lay a solid material 
foundation for the expansion of agricultural reproduction and for the whole 
national economy. The control of agricultural population and the planned 
control of population growth will, in turn, promote the development of 
agricultural production and the improvement of the livelihood of the peasants. 
At the same time, the surplus labor force in rural areas must be organized 
and arranged in order to facilitate the development of cultural and educa- 
tional work in rural areas for realizing the unity of quantity and quality of 
population so that the agricultural population may be suited to the develop- 
ment of agricultural production and thereby promote the realization of the 
four modernizations.

The comrades taking partin the informal conference first of all fully affirmed 
that "Who Is the Stronger?" is a good work that positively reflects the true- 
to-life subject matter of building the four modernizations, and that it was 
extremely effective in reviving and promoting our fighting tradition that 
plays should have an intimate connection with reality. 


In their speeches, Comrades Zhao Xun, Shu Qiang, and Feng Zi said that the 
subject matter presented in "The Stronger" is the life that all of us are quite 
familiar with, and that the problems met with by the protagonist are of the 
kind that everyone sympathizes with. The author keenly grasps the problem of 
the "art of exploiting relationships" that people in the course of building 

the four modernizations frequently meet with and are indignant about; concen- 
trates the strong feeling, found universally among the masses, of demanding 
that this kind of improper practice be changed; and ties them in with the 
future of building the four modernizations and the fate of the party and nation. 
Proceeding from this angle, he extracted the incisive theme that the dictim . 
"If party practices are not correct, the four modernizations cannot be accom- 
plished" must engage in a decisive struggle with the "art of exploiting rela- 
tionships"; hence, he imbued the entire play with a strong spirit of life, and 
struck a responsive chord in the audience. It must be said that this play was 
totally bound up with the mood of the people, and expressed the heartfelt 
wishes of the broad masses. 


Comrade Kang Hongxing said that "The Stronger" was so well received by the 
masses "because its subject matter was taken directly from the area of life 
that reflects the building of the four modernizations. At present, everyone 
in the country is most concerned about building the four modernizations, and 
whether the building of the four modernizations proceeds quickly or slowly, 
well or poorly, and whether it succeeds or fails, is directly connected with 
the future of our state and people, and also connected with the future of all 
of us. For this reason, the people and things that well up in the torrent of 
building the four modernizations are those that are most capable of affecting 
pecple's hearts, and our playwrights should afford them more enthusiasm." 


Comrades Cao Yu, Wu Xue, and Zhao Xun emphatically pointed out in their 
speeches that during the recent period in playwrighting and even in literary 
and artistic creation generally, along with the appearance of some good and 
comparatively good works, the following tendency has also appeared: a good 
many authors have vied with each other to write about love, historical sub- 
jects, the relationship of China and foreign countries, and famous person- 
ages, yet do not place enough importance on the actual subject matter of the 
building of the four modernizations, to the extent that some comrades even 
feel that "if you get too close to the four modernizations, you cannot see 
clearly," or that "it's easy to make mistakes," pointing out that “one must 
maintain one's distance from real life." This kind of tendency and attitude 
is cause for concern because it directly violates the requirement that lite- 
rature and art positively reflect real life, and can only cause the art of 
writing plays to develop in the wrong direction. Comrade Wang Richu said: 
"Our workers and cadres working at the grassroots level welcome plays that 
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touch on actual subject matter. Different subject matter in literary and 
artistic works have a different influence on reality. It is not that we 
aren't allowed to write about love; it's just that, compared with the subject 
matter of "The Stronger" that so directly reflects the subject matter of 
building the four modernizations, and its influence on the enterprise of 
socialism and the future course of our history, the impact is not the same. 
Comrade Lu Peng said: “At present in the life of our society, in the general 
mood of society, there are some problems that everyone is concerned about, 
like party practices, and the "art of exploiting relationships"; there are 
also the problems of security, and finding employment. People have not seen 
this kind of subject matter for some time, and authors are a bit timid and have 
misgivings about dealing with it. The appearance of "The Stronger" has opened 
up a new area for us, proving that this kind of subject matter not only should 
be presented, but can be presented extremely forcefully and movingly. 


Comrades Wu Xue, Shu Qiang, and Liu Mengxi analyzed the various causes that 
have brought about this state of affairs, considering that playwrights should 
have a very clear idea of their particular social responsibility. Faced with 
the building of the four modernizations, are we active participants, or mere 
spectators? Shall we take up our pens and boldly enter the fray, or shall we 
avoid contradictions and go back to ancient times, to foreign countries, to 
the fringes of life, or to look for a little universe within our private 
worlds? In this respect, the sense of responsibility of the author of "The 
Stronger" towards the building of the four modernizations is worthy of emula- 
tion. 


Accurately portray the contradictions and conflicts of the new period. 


The comrades attending the informal conference gave an enthusiastic appraisal 
of the bold exploratory spirit and realistic creative attitude displayed by 
"The Stronger" in touching upon the great contradictions and conflicts of this 
period of historical transition. 


Many comrades pointed out in their statements that "The Stronger" from begin- 
ning to end penetrated to the heart of the intense and complex contradiction 
and conflict between those who engage in improper practices and those who re- 
sist them--that it is a play that deals with problems, a social play. How- 
ever, the author, in revealing the phenomena of the morbid condition of 
society, all along placed the positive forces that are engaged in a struggle 
with these morbid phenomena in an important position. On the one hand, he 
incisively described the universality, seriousness, and harmfulness of the 
"art of exploiting relationships"; on the other hand, he placed the latter in 
a position of being despised and overcome, because it represents only a minor 
current, a countercurrent, the dark current of the whole of society. The 
author did not mistakenly place the blame for bringing about these unhealthy 
phenomena on the socialist system or the party's line, programs, and poli- 
cies, but accurately unearthed their social causes, which have nothing what- 
ever to do with socialism, in the corrupt ideology of the exploitive classes. 
Due to the fact that the author knew how to exercise restraint in treating 
these subjects, he imbued his play with true artistic force, enabling those 
who saw it to be inspired and feel their confidence increase. 
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Comrade Lu Peng said: "For some time, a good many authors have been asking, 
can the seamy side of actual life be presented, after all? In what way would 
it be possible to present it? I feel that the creation of the play “The 
Stronger” has answered this question very well. Without any doubt, the dark 
side of society should definitely be portrayed; however, the question of how 
it is presented is a question of how an author understands and evaluates 

these negative phenomena." Comrade Lu Peng analyzed the basic attitude of 

the author of "The Stronger” on this question. He said: "First, the author 
did not make an exhibition or a great presentation of these negative phenomena 
but, filled with loathing and contempt for them, revealed the masses’ feelings 
of hatred and disgust for them. Second, this work revealed the fact that, 
despite the universal significance of these phenomena, in society as a whole 
they are still only a minor current, and occupy an illegal position. Third, 
the work accurately answered the question of the origins of these phenomena. 
They are not the products of the socialist system, or the products of the par- 
ty'’s line, programs, or policies, but are in conflict with the will and wishes 
of our party. For example, the judgment the work gives of Section Chief Xiang 
Ni; having done something wrong, he is afraid, and has no choice but to try 
and conceal his ugly deeds in every way possible. Fourth, these phenomena, in 
the play, are in the process of being resisted, reduced, and overcome. In this 
way, this work, along with being bold in revealing the dark side of things, is 
also able to correctly recognize and evaluate them, and forcefully portray 

the struggle between good and evil forces. 


Comrade Gu Xiang said: "For some time, in certain works and theoretical view- 
points, there has appeared a certain deviation with regard to the understand- 
ing and application of revolutionary realism. Some comrades equate realism 
with exposing the seamy side of the life of society. And there are also some 
works which occupy an erroneous standpoint in viewing the dark side of society, 
giving a distorted description of the nature of our society. For this reason, 
it is really necessary to give these erroneous tendencies exactly the kind of 
criticism they deserve. But in criticizing this kind of creative tendency we 
cannot, by implication, deny the judgmental function that socialist literature 
and art must have. We are opposed to exaggerating negative, dark phenomena 

in socialist life, or ignoring the brighter side which, generally speaking, 
occupies the dominant position in society; but we must also, in our creative 
work, guard against avoiding contradictions, and not daring to look squarely 
at contradictory phenomena; we must be vigilant, lest the possibility of the 
doctrine of "no conflict" raise its head. The play "The Stronger,” in uphold- 
ing our tradition of revolutionary realism, has been most enlightening. 





The comrades attending the conference believe that the times have bestowed 

a glorious mission upon playwrights--that of using the writing style of revo- 
lutionary realism to depict the typical figure of the pioneer of the new age. 
The creation of the figure of factory director Yuan in the play "The Stronger" 
has added luster to the picture gallery of socialist personages. 


Comrades Kang Hongxing and Tian Fen felt that factory director Yuan is the 
typical figure of the kind of pioneer that appeared in the particular histor- 
ical environment that followed the Third Plenum. He is an old cadre who has 
received many years of party education who possesses a lofty sense of 
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responsibility and a strong party spirit. This play captured the complex in- 
ternal contradiction of factory director Yuan in combining its portrayal of 
both his struggle against the “art of exploiting relationships" and his yield- 
ing to it. He is no lofty, totally perfect hero; he is humorous and optimis- 
tic; both capable and experienced, and naive; he has individuality, and a 
family life. The difficulties and contradictions that he encounters are those 
that everyone who makes an effort to bring about the four modernizations may 
encounter. His ideology is tangible, comprehensible, and clear-cut, so that 
the audience finds him thoroughly likable. He represented the advanced class, 
and advanced ideology and, as such, carried out a conscientious struggle 
against the sordid things on society. 


Comrade Gu Xiang said that we must affirm that the plays dealing with social 
problems that have appeared over the last few years have had a positive social 
effect, and acknowledge the strong and estimable sense of historical mission 
that the authors had in creating them. In looking back over them, however, we 
see that some plays dealt with problems, but had no characters. With the pass- 
age of time and the change in circumstances, these plays no longer attract 
people's notice. The deepening of the whole question of realism by "The 
Stronger" consists in its depiction of the artistic figure of factory director 
Yuan, who possesses the characteristics peculiar to the new age. Comrade Su 
Shuyang pointed out that at present there exists a view that does not accept 
the idea that the socialist age possesses a new form of hero, and advocate 

the viewpoint that wants to cease making heroes out of our characters. The 
appearance of "The Stronger" has really struck home regarding these malprac- 
tices of the times that occur in literary and artistic creation. 


Comrade Gu Xiang felt that the success of the portrayal of the figure of fac- 
tory director Yuan had crucial significance for the success of the play as a 
whole. The planting on the stage of the figure of a pioneer of the new age 
such as factory director Yuan enabled this play to place in correct juxtaposi- 
tion a whole series of opposites--the eulogizing ot good things and the expo- 
sure of bad, the good versus the dark side of society, appearance and sub- 
stance, and the part versus the whole, thus ensuring the positive ideological 
direction of the work. 


Many comrades considered that factory director Yuan was the central character 
of the entire play, who from beginning to end occupied a leading position in 
the contradictions of the play. Therefore, the characters of factory direc- 
tor Yuan, Fang Jing, and Wu Zong together formed a positive, elevating force 
for the entire play. 


Make an effort to present a simple, unadorned writing technique. 


The comrades attending the informal conference considered that "The Stronger" 
employed a simple, unadorned, realistic technique of presentation, one that 
sought naturalness and truth, and that this is very desirable. Artists should 
rely on deep ideological forces and a high level of artistic charm to affect 
their audience, and cannot use vulgar, low-class appeal to attract audiences. 
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Comrade Su Shuyang said: "This play is realistic, and close to life. To put 
it simply, true realism must necessarily touch every part of the audience's 
heart." "The audience, in attending the theater, wants to enter into the 
creative process together with the author, the director, and the performers, 
and ponder and examine problems together with them. This, then, makes a de- 
mand on authors, that they overcome their habit in creative work of violating 
the realistic mode of presentation. The performance of certain plays has al- 
ready developed this fault to an insufferable degree. Exaggerated stage 
dialogue, overly dramatic action, and inappropriate stage management have 
caused the theater to depart from life more and more. "The Stronger," in its 
direction and performance, sought to achieve simplicity and naturalness, and 
required of the performers that they perform as if they were not acting. Al- 


though it is a play dealing with social problems, there is no stage posturing 
or bombastic speeches." 


Some comrades said that though "The Stronger" is a play that attacks the 
maladies in society, nevertheless the author provides it with the artistic 
style of a comedy, and this is in harmony with the wishes of the people. Com- 
rade Cao Yu said: "This play has a marvelous structure, and an extremely con- 
voluted plot. Now, the characters are at the end of their tether; now, every- 
thing seems rosy again; at one point, the lights are bright; at another, 
extinguished; the factory, at one point, is at work; at another point, work 
has ceased; and the whole is a literary work centered on the problem of the 
"art of exploiting relationships."' Comrade Cao Yu also praised the play's 
stage design for its simplicity and economy; the stage props were convenient 
to carry, which is highly recommendable. 


Those attending the conference also pointed out that at present there is a 

bad tendency to rely upon vulgar, low-class appeal to attract audiences. 
Comrade Lin Hanbiao said: "There is a list of plays, the advertisement for 
which reads: ‘Brothers annihilating each other, sisters becoming enemies, 
husbands and wives deserting each other for someone else, the meeting of 
enemies, passions and hatred aroused, they want to stop themselves but cannot.’ 
A serious, responsible artist absolutely cannot take this path." The com- 
rades considered that we absolutely cannot allow this kind of unhealthy ten- 
dency to spread unchecked. 


Uphold the principle of going deeply into life. 


lhe comrades attending the conference considered that the fact that the author 
of this play had gone deeply into life for a year and 3 months, and had had 
both bitter and sweet practical experience inorder to nurture and complete the 
play "The Stronger" proves that this is a necessary prerequisite for the suc- 
cess of artistic creation. Authors should participate in the fervent build- 
ing of the four modernizations, and create more and better works for the 
motherland and for the people. 


From what does the inspirational force of literary and artistic works derive? 
[t derives from life itself. Comrade Lu Peng said: "The author of "The 
Stronger" went deeply into life, and made his investigations among more than 
a hundred workers and cadres in order to gather material. He adopted an 
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attitude of true realism, and saw the beauty, and the power, of life." Com- 
rades Wu Xue, Diao Guangtan, and Chen Mo asked why it is that subject matter 
that is so far removed from life appears. Ome of the causes of this is that 
authors have not gone deeply into life sufficiently. Some authors consider 
that present-day topics are difficult to write about, and that the appro- 
priate time for a call for authors to go deeply into the lives of workers, 
peasants, and soldiers has past. Hence, they sit in their rooms and revise 
novels, and take some material from the newspapers and use it as a basis to 
write plays, with the result that the plays are quite umsuccessful. Once 
socialist literature and art becomes separated from real life, and authors 
begin to write about topics they are not personally familiar with, then only 
unformed and wooden productions will result. There is no enterprise at all 
in avoiding real life. 


Comrade Chao Xun said "Only by going deeply into life can we truly understand 
the people and feel the pulse of life. Even if we are writing a historical 


play, we should go among the masses to understand their thoughts and feelings.' 


Comrade Wang Richu of the Beijing Municipal Cotton Textile No 2 said: "Before 


the "great cultural revolution," the old author Comrade Meng Chao came to our 
factory to go deeply into the life there. At the time, we knew that his play 
"Miss Li Hui" had been severely criticized, but none of the workers of cadres 


looked down upon him in the slightest. He had formed a very good relationship 


with us and, afterwards, when we learned that he had been struggled to death 
during the cultural revolution, everyone was very hurt. Our workers welcome 


authors coming to our factories to enter deeply into life. We must definitely 
receive them like relatives, and create the proper conditions for their inves- 


tigations, study, and creative work. 
Suggestions and hopes. 


The comrades participating in the informal conference carried out a detailed 


analysis of "The Stronger" in a manner of seeking truth from facts and, though 


they acknowledged the play's success, they also pointed out its insufficien- 
cies. 


Comrade Feng Zi pointed out that: "Since 'The Stronger’ brings up the ques- 
tion of who is the stronger, it must provide an explicit answer to the ques- 
tion. Although the typical characters in this play are well depicted, it 
seems the typical circumstances are not depicted effectively enough. Typical 
circumstances does not indicate merely set design, but means depicting the re- 
lationships among people on the inside and those on the outside, between 
those above and those below. In the play as a whole, the attitude of the 
masses toward right and wrong is not depicted adequately. Comrades Shu Qiang 


and Yue Zhihe felt that the character of Fang Jingshen was supposed to portray 


the assistant secretary of a disciplinary committee, and yet she did not pos- 


sess a clear sense of right and wrong, and actually seemed more like a virtuous 


wife or mother. The figure of Wu Zong was rather generalized. Due to the 


fact that the typical circumstances in this play were not presented thoroughly 


enough, the solution of the question of who is the stronger did not appear 
very clear-cut or forceful. 
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Comradex Wu Xue, Shu Shuyang, and Chen Mo brought up some suggestions on the 
technique of artistic presentation in depicting good characters and dealing 
with the subtle relationships between them, pointing out that "this play 
merely depicted a ‘loach’ who is happy in his wickedness, but did not explain 
the reason for his wickedness. If the author had done more to depict the 
traces of his character's collusion with all sorts of people in society, 

then he would have been able to expose the social basis of the ‘art of ex- 
ploiting relationships’ more effectively." 


Each of the comrades attending the cvaference expressed his own views in 
examining the conclusion of "The Stronger." 


One view considered that a degenerate of the "loach" variety, who is a serious 
obstacle to the building of the four modernizations, should have been re- 
strained [in the play] by the law, thus giving the people an opportunity to 
vent their anger, and giving the audience a greater satisfaction. 


Another view held that the fact that factory director Yuan's struggle did not 
end in a complete victory served all the better to express the complexity and 
immense difficulty of this struggle, and this also was not lacking in pro- 
found significance. 


Yet another opinion felt that literary and artistic works must depict good 
forces as occupying the leading position, regardless of how the ending is 
handled. If only we depict a flesh-and-blood new socialist man, then we will 
be able to display healthy tendencies overcoming evil ones. 


Comrade Wang Richu of the Beijing municipal Cotton Textile Mill No 2 said: 
"Our authors must broaden their outlook, and become bolder. Our cadres on 

the industrial front are also frequently criticized, but that doesn't matter. 
Countless facts since the Third Plenum tell us that our present party Central 
Committee is completely trustworthy." He also expressed the hope that authors 
would write more about industrial topics: "some authors consider that factory 
life is monotonous, and that the process of production, and technical termin- 
ology, are too complicated. This is actually a misunderstanding. Factory 
life is rich and varied, and writing on industrial topics has great possibil- 
ities. 
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FU SHENQI, CHINA'S DEMOCRACY MOVEMENT REVIEWED 
Hong Kong CH'I-SHIH NIEN-TAI [SEVENTIES] in Chinese No 2, Feb 82 pp 88-90

[Text] "I have long known that disaster will befall a person who opens the 
path out of necessity, but it has been decreed by fate. It tells me that at 
any time and in any place, freedom will not be won on the battlefield without 
sacrifice. For the total liberation of all mankind, I am willing to perish. 
I know that I can and am willing to do so. I know clearly that there is no 
smooth highway on the journey to the realm of ideals, and only those who have 
the courage to climb the rugged and dangerous path and struggle vigorously 
will attain the goal." 


These are the words of Fu Shenqi [0265 3947 1142], a figure active in China's 
popular democracy movement. Fu Shengi is fairly young--probably 27 years old 
this year. (According to his campaign circular, he was born in Shanghai in 
1954). The words cited above are from his "Declaration of Life" written when 
he was barely 20 years old. 


Recently, this writer received an article, via different hands, written joint- 
ly by Fu Shenqi's two brothers and one sister. The article, entitled "Family 
Disaster--Social Inquiry, Our Brother Fu Shenqi," gives a good description of 
the background and ideology of the famous soldier of the democracy movement. 
Reportedly, it was written upon the request of the Shanghai municipal public 
security bureau for a "profile of Fu Shenqi." What we see in it is a bright 
image filled with vitality, enthusiasm and ideal. 


Difficult Democracy Movement; Momentous Significance 


All those interested in the development of China's democracy movement know 
that, in April or May this year, just after the 5th anniversary of the "5 April 
Movement," China's popular democracy movement, after a little more than 2 years 
since its inception at the Beijing democratic mass meeting on "25 November" 
1978, finally encountered the full-scale crackdown by the Chinese communist 
government. Activists of the movement and editors of "popular publications" 

in various areas were arrested one after another, and even many who had read 
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the “popular publications" (mimeographed material) were investigated and ques- 
tioned. After traveling 1,000 li from Shanghai to Beijing and joining several 
hundred activists in the democracy movement from all areas in the country in 
holding a commemoration meeting of the "5 April Movement" in front of the 
"Monument to the People's Heroes" in Tiananmen Square (according to foreign 
dispatch from Beijing, about 300 plus people participated in the public meeting 
demanding democracy), Fu Shenqi, the most active popular democratic figure in 
Shanghai, the first spontaneous candidate representing worker and popular 
organizations in the campaign for "people's congress" below the county level, 
and the chief editor of RESPONSIBILITY, organ publication of the "China Na- 
tional Association of Popular Publications," was arrested by the Chinese 
communist government. 


We know that the popular democracy movement in Shanghai had a much weaker foun- 
dation than Beijing. Its main components, such as the "Democracy Wall" in the 
People's Square, the "large-letter posters" and "popular publications" before 
their suppression, and the spontaneous campaign activities for basic level 
"people's congresses" below the county level on issues connected with assembly 
and association and with the movement of young intellectuals returning to the 
city against unemployment and for employment, had no organic links. It was 
reported, for instance, that Fu Shenqi was not aware of the fact that Fudan 
University students Zhang Shengyou [1728 0524 0645] and Xu Bangtai [1776 6721 
3141] were in the campaign for basic level "people's congresses,’ though they 
were both in Shanghai city, and only read about it in a Hong Kong newspaper 
which happened to be brought to Shanghai. Only then did he pay attention to 
the matter and decided to plunge directly into the election activities. 


When communication in society was so cut off, the difficulty for the develop- 
ment of transunit and transsocial district activities was unimaginable. For 
this very reason, we can understand, on the one hand, the valuable and essen- 
tially directional significance of the democracy movement as a social and 
national movement in a society of isolated "unit-ism" and, on the other, one 
reason for the failure of the mainland democracy movement to build a foundation 
of truly organic strengths, Finally, by the time when only the "popular publi- 
cation movement" was lett of the "democracy movement," the government found it 
extremely easy to make arrests and enforce suppressive measures. However, it 
does not mean that the majority of the Chinese people does not demand democracy 
or support the democracy movement. One can be sure that the democracy movement 
gained a broad popular sympathy. However, because of the negative effect of 
the traditional "little common man" state of mind and because of the great 

lack of an inherent organic nature in China's society, it was difficult for a 
popular movement spontaneously emerging in such a society to grow organically. 
--Viewed from a certain angle, it can be regarded as a structural phenomenon 

of a system whereby the "state" is strengthened and "society" weakened. 


People with Minds; Pioneers First 
However, by now, the platitude that the Chinese people, for the sake of first 


solving the problem of "food," must sacrifice "democracy" and all things secon- 
dary to "food" has long become outdated. Besides the stomach, the people also 
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have a mind. "The people are no longer hopelessly stupid."--Naturally, those 
first standing up can only be a small number of "pioneering" individuals among 
the people. Around the time when the Party Central Committee issued the "Num 
ber 9 Document," the situation of full-scale suppression of the popular demo- 
cracy movement had become critical. In a declaration entitled "the Current 
Situation and Our Attitude" published in the name of the editorial department : 
in the April 1981 issue of RESPONSIBILITY (a national publication), organ 
publication of the "China National Association of Popular Publications," chief 
editor Fu Shenqi wrote: 


"We believe that RESPONSIBILITY will become a banner for democracy and the 
legal system on this land of China. It will exist as long as the realm of 
democracy and the legal system is not attained. It may topple in the hands of 
some people, but it will rise again in the hands of others. We may rest 
assured that, in this important historical period of ours, we need those who 
can bear the historical ‘responsibility,’ and they will not be lacking." 


Fu Shenqi himself is one of them. Until his arrest, he rivaled Guangzhou's 
Wang Xizhe [3769 1585 0772] and Beijing's Xu Wenli [1776 2429 4539] in influ- 
ence and fame, and they were known as the big three in the entire domestic 
popular democracy movement.--An "old Red Guard," Wang Xizhe, the main writer 
for the LI YIZHE [2621 0001 0772] LARGE-LETTER POSTERS, one of the most quali- 
fied theoreticians among the people and the best known international figure, 
produced wide repercussions in the whole country 7 years ago. (The Chinese 
communist government launched "criticisms" in many units on a nationwide 
scale). The oldest among them and a onetime member of the Liberation Army, 

Xu Wenli was one of the responsible persons of the 5 APRIL FORUM, a popular 
publication in Beijing with the widest circulation in North China and the 
greates! influence. Though the youngest among the three, Fu Shenqi is the 
most skillful in concentratively expressing the characteristics of the mainland 
democracy movement of 2 plus years. 


Zhenxing Association; Large-Letter Posters 


Forming Associations: After graduating from middle school, Fu Shenqi joined 
the power machinery plant as a worker. Subsequently, he studied for 1 year in 
the Shanghai Fourth Teachers' College, but left school in 1978 due to illness. 
It happened to be the time when "Spring of Beijing" stirred up a national demo- 
cracy movement, and there were responses in Shanghai. Fu Shenqi actively 
joined this spontaneous popular movement and sponsored and organized the "Zhen- 
xing Association." Immediately thereafter, he joined the “Shanghai Young 
People's Economic Research Association." "Zhenxing Association" was dissolved 
not long afterward, reportedly because Deng Xiaoping mistook it for Shanghai's 
"Democratic Discussion Association" (see Deng's speech on 31 March 1979) and 
because it was all along considered by certain Shanghai party bureaucrats as 

Fu Shenqi's "reactionary" appendage. (The "Democratic Discussion Association" 
was one of the first popular associations banned by the government after the 
rise of Shanghai's popular democracy movement. Fu Shenqi announced time and 
again in his "Election Bulletin" that he had nothing to do with it, but Deng 
Xiaoping made an incorrect reprimane based on incorrect reports.) 
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According to Fu Shenqi's own words, "the two purposes of 'Zhenxing Associa- 
tion,'" which was formed on 25 November 1978, "were: (1) revitalize and 
further the socialist literature; (2) promote and develop the socialist demo- 
cratic system. Its members were all young people, mostly League members 

(Note: Fu Shenqi himself is a Communist Youth Leaguer) and some League cadres. 
In the name of the association, we posted three large-letter posters in the 
People's Square: (1) ‘Letter to the Citizens of Shanghai;' (2) ‘an Issue De- 
serving Attention;' (3) ‘Announcement on the Formation of the Association.' 
There was nothing slightly ‘reactionary.' Subsequently, the 'Zhenxing Associa- 
tion’ was dissolved; it no longer exists." (See "Election Bulletin," Number 7, 
published in May 1980 when Fu Shenqi was campaigning for "people's congress."). 


Chief Editor of VOICE OF DEMOCRACY and RESPONSIBILITY 


Running Publications: Fu Shenqi was one of the founders of Shanghai's popular 
publication VOICE OF DEMOCRACY (started in January 1979). By December 1979, 
“due to various reasons, it voluntarily suspended publication for the time 
being" after a total of 6 issues. Its third issue was reprinted in excerpts 
by the Beijing popular publication 5 APRIL FORUM and distributed in the whole 
country. According to Fu Shenqi, when Shanghai's government paper JIEFANG 
RIBAO mentioned on 10 April 1979 such popular publications as VOICE OF THE 
PEOPLE, “it only said that it was a ‘spontaneous’ publication, without preced- 
ing it with the word 'reactionary.'" However, when Fu Shenqi later on came 
out to campaign for "people's congress," Wang Bohua [3769 2672 5478], party 
committee secretary of the plant where he worked, openly attacked VOICE OF THE 
PEOPLE as a "reactionary publication." 


By September 1980, the "China National Association of Popular Publications" 

was formed in Guangzhou and published RESPONSIBILITY as its organ publication. 
In principle, the editors of popular publications in the various big cities 
were to take turns as the chief editor. When Fu Shenqi was arrested in Beijing 
in April 1981, he was still its chief editor.--Less than a month before his 
arrest, he published a declaration in the name of its editorial department: 


"Popular publications are called ‘germs’ and ‘viruses’ and products of 
anarchism.... Meanwhile, ‘crimes against the four basic principles,’ ‘crimes 
of disrupting stability and unity’ and ‘anti-party and anti-socialism crimes’ 
seem to have become the new criminal law. All these have been accomplished by 
bypassing the ‘political consultative conference’ and the ‘people's congress.' 
Isn't it the evil conduct of promoting undisguised unconstitutionalism on the 
part of certain Chinese communist leaders in the name of the central govern- 
ment? We feel that the issue of popular publications can only be solved by 
legal means. Therefore, the government must immediately promulgate a 'publi- 
cation law' or ‘provisional regulations’ and let the courts of the various 
areas or the Supreme People's Court decide the issue of ‘legitimacy’ or 
‘illegitimacy’ of the individual publications. It is hoped that the RESPONSI- 
BILITY editorial department... will immediately organize the ‘China National 
Association of Popular Publications,’ the ‘various organizations’ and the 
broad democratic soldiers into a delegation to proceed to Beijing and nego- 
tiate openly and directly with the leaders of the Party Central Committee and 
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the government." The arrest of Fu Shenqi in April in Beijing was because of 
his participation in the 5th anniversary meeting of the "5 April Movement" 
sponsored by the personages of Beijing's democracy movement and even more be- 
cause of his attempt to find the way to negotiate for the “legal position" of 
popular publications with the responsible persons of the central government. 


Campaign for People's Congress; Worker Pioneers 


Campaigning: The direct election of delegates to "people's congresses" below 
the county level may be considered the changes resulting from the "Deng Xiao- 
ping reform" in the political aspect. Though the substantive implication is 
limited, it can be called an improvement. Precisely at this relatively "demo- 
cratic" breach, the popular democracy movement found another arena of develop- 
meri. According to what we know, the spontaneous candidates and those "prede- 
cided" by the party campaigned against one another for the basic level "peo- 
ple's congresses."" Nationwide, the competition was keenest in Shanghai, Bei- 
jing, Changsha and Guiyang, but mostly participated by college students (in 
Changsha it developed into demonstration marches by several thousand students), 
while among those participating as workers, Fu Shenqi of Shanghai and Wang Yi- 
feng [3769 1473 1496] of Qingyuan, Hebei, must be considered the most well- 
known.--Things come in pairs: in the course of competition, they all encoun- 
tered calumniations and illegal measures by certain party figures. 





After Shanghai city began the election of delegates to the new session of the 
"people's congresses" in April 1980, Fu Shenqi, at the end of April, plunged 
into the campaign activities of the first electoral district (the Shanghai 
Power Machinery Plant) of Nanshi ward where he belonged. From 29 April to 

14 June, he successively published more than 10 "Election Bulletins," proposing 
to the voters a campaign program of solving the housing issue of urban resi- 
dents (especially the young people of marriageable age), fighting for the 
annual vacation system of the laboring masses, castigating and opposing special 
privileges and bureaucracy, and introducing reform of enterprise unit econo- 
mic system (he made a special study of the urban housing issue) and demanding 
fulfillment of "the right of the people to exercise, through their own repre- 
sentatives, the power to supervise the policies and work of the party in power 
--the Communist Party--and the various governmental organs." 


As a result, even though the party personnel forced and lured the voters with 
the issue of “investigating capitalism" and continuously attacked him as a 
"reactionary," Fu Shenqi, at the first round voting, was second as an "“unoffi- 
cial candidate" (636 votes out of a total of 1,480). The said electoral dis- 
trict was entitled to two delegates, but as Fu did not receive more than half 
of the votes, there should have been, according to Article 38 of the "Election 
Law," a second round voting. However, in view of the fact that the possibility 
of his being elected to the "people's congress" was very high, the party called 
off the second round voting without giving a reason, and made a "predecided" 
candidate, who received less votes than him, a "delegate." 





Bitter Hatred for Dictatorship; Advocacy of Democracy 


Theoretical Explorations: While paying serious attention to practice, Fu 
Shenqi also values theories equally. From the material written by his brothers 
and sister and a commemorative article entitled "Eternal Glory to Martyr Wang 
Shenyou [3769 3947 6788]"written by him, we find that he studies hard and has 
been greatly influenced by the Russian People's Will Party (such as 
Chernyshevsky)as well as classic Marxist-Leninist books. Meanwhile, in the 
course of his ideological growth, Wang Shenyou (a student of Huadong Teachers' 
University and an "old Red Guard," was "criticized and denounced" in Shang- 
hai's citywide broadcasting), who was arrested during the time of the "gang of 
four," but actually executed by shooting after its downfall, influenced him 
throughout his entire life. 


Though most of his works belong in the category of political commentaries, Fu 
Shenqi also wrote a theoretical work entitled "Democracy and Socialism" which 
can represent his basic thinking (published in No 5, 1980, COMMUNICATIONS OF 
ACADEMIC FRIENDS, Guangzhou, with Wang Xizhe as the chief editor, and reprinted 
in full in No 2, NEW SOCIETY, Hong Kong). In the article, Fu Shenqi made 
clear at the very beginning that "all my contemporaries with brains are paying 
close attention to or showing concern over this issue: Democracy and social- 
ism.'' He vigorously criticized "Eastern dictatorship," "dictatorial system," 
"dictatorial state" and the "Soviet model," and felt sure that “doubtlessly, 
all countries will, by way of democratic republicanism, move toward socialisn, 
but in the process, the concrete courses followed by them are not necessarily 
completely identical.... Today, all the paths of the proletariat lead to 
democratic socialism." What he advocates is a certain democratic and humani- 
tarian socialist path and system. 


Representative of Democracy Movement; a True Free Man 


In view of his positive manifestations in forming associations, running publi- 
cations, campaigning for elections and doing theoretical explorations, the 
basic aspects of China's popular democracy movement, Fu Shenqi is indeed sym- 
bolic and representative to a certain extent. We will conclude this article 
with a passage from something written by him when he was 20 years old. In 
this passage, we can more or less glimpse the mental state of Fu Shenqi as a 


man 


"TI shall be able to proudly declare that nothing can stop me from becoming a 
man free in my innermost being; a true soul will never die."

[Text] Year by Year the Figure Falls 

Will China's military expenditure for this year increase or decrease? 

This is a question of concern to certain people overseas, and is also a ques- 
tion of extreme concern to several millions of people on the mainland, viz, 
the officers and men of the PLA (of course, ordinary people are also con- 


cerned). 


Based on the figures made public by the 3d and 4th sessions of the 5th NPC, 
China's military expenditure is falling year by year. 





In 1979--22.27 billion yuan (in renminbi, as are the following) 
In 1980--19.33 billion yuan 
In 1981--16.87 billion yuan 


What has been the reaction of the armed forces to the drop in funds? 
Backing by the Entire Armed Forces? 


From the relevant news items carried by the official news agency one sees 

that the reduction in the cost of national defense seems to be received with 
an attitude of support. A 3 December XINHUA report said: Yang Dezhi, PLA 
chief of staff, "when speaking of the fairly big reduction in military expen- 
diture this year as compared to last year, said the entire PLA firmly supports 
the state's readjustment plan, its reduction of expenditures, and its future 
limiting of the use of funds to the most necessary places, and guarantees that 
the armed forces training mission will be fulfilled." This XINHUA dispatch 
was reporting the unanimous support of the PLA leaders attending the 4th 
Session of the 5th NPC for Zhao Ziyang's government work report delivered 

at the session. 


Does this mean there are absolutely no contradictions of one sort or another 
within the entire PLA regarding the reduction in military expenditure?

Voices of Dissatisfaction 


No. There are always contradictions. For example in the past 1 or 2 years, 
personnel retrenchments have appeared in certain units. Where do people who 
have been retrenched go? Some of them return to civilian jobs, basically to 
governmental law departments. They either become officers of law courts or 
cadres in public security departments. Generally, these people are not very 
happy about being ordered to take civilian jobs, because this means they have 
to learn the jobs from the beginning, and to them this is a big nuisance and 
burden. 





Once when I was on a train on the Beijing-Guangzhou line, I conversed with 
several PLA cadres. They had a lot of complaints about the correct policy of 
the central authorities, and told me that their daily mess allowance was 

2 mao less (their ‘common speech’ was mixed with a strong Hunanese accent, 

and therefore it is hard for this writer to assert that he didn't mishear what 
they said). I don't know whether they described the true situation, but I 
felt that this matter was one of the contradictions caused by the reduction in 
military expenditure, albeit not a big one. 


The Main Problem in the Army 


The main problem within the armed forces is not that the military expenditure 
is falling year by year. If this were the main problem, then there would not 
have been for 3 years in a row a considerably larger drop year by year. That 
is to say, the CCP Central Committee would immediately discover this problem 
and appropriately deal with it. 


Then, what is the main problem within the army? 


What looks like the main problem is that within the armed forces the "leftist" 
ideology either occupies the superior position or causes a disruptive effect. 


We can "dissect the sparrow'"--in other words, cite an example--by looking 
at a unit. 


The Example of the Capital Construction Engineering Corps 
Now let us look at the situation in the Capital Construction Engineering Corps. 


On 6 December, RENMIN RIBAO published an interesting piece of news, saying 
that a PLA fighter, when digging a trench for a central heating pipe at 
Xi'an's "Zhi Yuan," the old residence of Yang Hucheng--who together with 
Zhang Xueliang [the Young Marshal] initiated the "Xi'an Incident" in which 
Chiang Kai-shek and other Kuomintang generals were arrested and held captive-- 
dug up two pieces of gold ore worth about 200,000 yuan in renminbi. This 
fighter handed the gold over to the state and gave his reward money to 
disaster-area relief. This PLA fighter is a member of a certain unit of the 
Capital Construction Engineering Corps. 
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The Capital Construction Engineering Corps is a new service arm. In the form 
of conducting a military operation, it engages in economic construction work. 
In essence it is part of the PLA, but it has the characteristic of “having 
both production and militia duties, and can both work and fight, with work 
being primary" (a policy formulated by the CCP Central Committee). The nature 
and mission of this corps are clear, but within it, unexpectedly, some cadres 
have developed an attitude of doubt or even opposition to the above-mentioned 
policy of the CCP Central Committee. 


Opposition to the Policy of the Central Authorities 


These people especially oppose the part that says "with work being primary." 
They say that the PLA has its own characteristics. This army is guided by Mao 
Zedong Thought, including taking "class struggle as the key link" and criti- 
cizing the "theory of productive forces," they say that if work is made 
primary, class struggle is abandoned and there is a manifestation of the theory 
of productive forces. From its outset, the Capital Construction Engineering 
Corps was put under the leadership of the departments concerned in the State 
Council and the local party committees. Because its mission is to engage in 
work based on the economic construction required by State Council or the local 
party committees, while in the process of work, it should strive to master the 
technology and knowledge of production. However, within the corps there are 
some cadres who do not agree with this way of doing things. They do not 
respect the leadership of the departments concerned of the State Council and 
the local party committees, and even want to run independent kingdoms. That 
is, according to the original formula for the corps, they do not want a proper 
work-production command system and they want to cut back the technical force. 
They do not want to be engineers for the departments concerned of the State 
Council or for the localities. In reality, the idea is that they do not want 
the party's absolute control over the armed forces, do not want unified regu- 
lations for the armed forces, and do not want the organization and discipline 
of a military unit. What ideological trend is this? 


Leftist Ideology and Feelings of Pessimism 


This is a leftist ideology. 





Some cadres in the party and government organizations on the mainland, includ- 
ing some older cadres, have serious feelings of pessimism. That is to say, 
they have lost confidence in the party's cause and the country's cause. There 
are also some cadres like this in the PLA. For example, some people in the 
Capital Construction Engineering Corps take a negative attitude toward the 
policy of readjusting the national economy. They regard the difficulties 

as too serious, seeing unly the side of "retreating" and not seeing the side 
of "advancing." They think that during the period of readjustment the Capital 
Construction Engineering Corps has nothing worthwhile to do, and therefore 
they say that the lower the targets for its mission are set the better and 
that the less the amount of work it completes the better, reckoning that 

since there is no work to begin they have an easy conscience about the en- 
forced idléness owing to the poor organization of work priorities. They also 
say that this is in the spirit of "seeking truth from facts," and even say 
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that the slogan "the Capital Construction Engineering Corps must advance 
during the readjustment" is leftist. Obviously, these people are in a right- 
ist mood. 


Both the disruption caused by the leftist ideology and the effect of feelings 
of pessimism have prevented the building up of units and the work of the 
Capital Construction Engineering Corps from being carried out smoothly. Does 
this situation only obtain in the Capital Construction Corps? Naturally, the 
answer is no; it is a common failing within the PLA. 


Can Mao Zedong Thought Unify the Army's Ideology? 


Of course, the contradictions are certainly not insoluble. Through political 
and ideological education, the units’ military and political quality can be 
upgraded, their ideology can be relatively unified, and the contradictions can 
be alleviated. It is said that there has been definite progress in this res- 
pect in recent developments in the Capital Construction Engineering Corps. 


llowever, because some PLA leaders have put excessive stress on using Mao 
Zedong Thought to unify the ideology, there are doubts remaining about the 
consequences of this. 





For example, when Nie Fengzhi, commander of the Nanjing Military Region, was 
delivering a party lecture on 2 December to the party cadres of the leading 
organizations and the various service arm organizations under his command 
(attending the lecture were Du Ping, political commissar of the Nanjing Mili- 
tary Region, and others) he put forward this demand: "We must adhere to 

Mao Zedong Thought, and first of all we must study Mao Zedong's writings, and 
the leading organizations should even more take the lead in learning from 
them." But aren't all the officers and men keen about studying Mao Zedong's 
writings? Nie Fengzhi admitted that this is not the case. He said: In some 
units the study of Mao Zedong's writings "first, is without a plan; second, 
is not required; and third, is not checked. Fundamentally, it is ina state 
of being left to drift." 


Did Nu Yaobang Overstate the Case? 
This shows that the movement within the PLA to read Mao Zedong's works has 


definitely not encountered smooth sailing. Naturally, one cannot, from this 
point alone, assert categorically that the PLA cannot make any progress 


politically. According to what Hu Yaobang «-1! in a recent internal speech, 
since Deng Xiaoping became chairman of the ary Commission of the CCP 
Central Committee in December 1980, the ax yrces “have made great 


progress" politically, among which the most important things were the elim- 
ination of the tendency toward entering into rivalry with the CCP Central 
Committee and the elimination of the tendency to want to be separated from 
party leadership. That is to say, within the armed forces there has begun to 
appear a situation of unified command, unified leadership, and unified 
ideology; and complaints and odd statements in the army are becoming fewer 
and fewer. Did Hu Yaobang overstate the case? It is very difficult for us 

to decide, but since the spring of 1981, looking at a series of military 
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exercises under modern conditions that the PLA has conducted, the armed forces 
have made achievements in strengthening leadership and military training. 


Although this writer has heard that in one big exercise there was an accident 
in which a fighter plane crashed, there is no way to verify the reliability 
of this rumor. 


Was There an Accident at the Big Military Exercise? 


Actually, for mishaps to occur in this big an exercise, e.g., the crash of one 
or two planes, is no cause for surprise, and this sort of thing frequently 
occurs in foreign military exercises. It would have truly been miraculous if 
an accident had not occurred at the big exercise at Zhangjiakou. 


First, many types of aircraft took part in the exercise and formed an air 
fleet; they appeared in turn in the same airspace at different altitudes. The 
time difference for coordination and cooperation between the flight crews, 

the groups of planes, as well as between the ground and air forces was only an 
instant. It is said that during the course of the exercise, once several 
thousands of aircraft in turn appeared in the same airspace at different alti- 
tudes. If there were a little mistake in timing, the consequences would not 
bear imagining. 


Second, because in some exercises live ammunition is used throughout, in 
these live-ammunition exercises the opposing Red and Blue armies, with a 
series of scenes of thunderclaps and lightning flashes, compose a magnificent 
picture scroll of modern three-dimensional warfare. On the exercise ground, 
there are many changes in the twinkling of an eye. A group of fighter planes 
of the "Red" army suddenly comes into the battle zone to seize control of 

the air and launches a fierce attack. Almost simultaneously anti-aircraft 
artillery batteries open heavy fire. The closely packed anti-aircraft shells 
hurst close behind the planes like snowflakes. One "Red" army fighter plane 
flew on its side and the anti-aircraft shells closely followed it, bursting 
with white flashes in the deep blue sky. This scene truly keeps people on 
tenterhooks, because if the pilots were a tritle slower in their movements or 
the gunners a little impatient, there would be many accidental injuries! 


According to the statistics for a certain air unit of the Beijing Command, the 
unit has never had one accident or lost a single plane in exercises. A motor- 
ized infantry division under the Beijing Command, within a mountainous exer- 
cise ground 40 kilometers in circumference, concentrated over 1,000 tanks, gun 
carriages, tanks, and armored cars, which were driven day and night without 
any collisions or casualties. 


"Dangerous Scenes" 


Naturally there were still dangerous scenes. A copy of the CCP's materials on 
the Zhangjiakou exercise says: 


"At D village there is a stretch of dirt road about 100 meters long that links 
three main roads. During the training, a tank unit, an artillery unit, and a 
motorized troops unit rushed up from the three roads at about the same time,

and wanted to cross this dirt road on the way to their various training sec- 
tors. During one preview of the exercise, because the planning was not meti- 
culous--being off by only 5 minutes--the three mechanized units wete blocked 
Nere tor several hours and the commanders were stamping their feet in fury. 
From this they summed up their experiences and lessons and opened up an 
additional road, thus successfully solving this problem. ‘Time is victory.' 
Under conditions of modernized coordinated operations, the meaning of this 
sentence is not only speed but also precision. If one only stresses speed 
and does not seek accuracy, then in the end one will be bound to disrupt 
oneself." 


There was another "mishap": 


"Huang Guicun [7896 6311 1317] is the political instructor of certain para- 
troop company. His skills are comprehensive and his courage surpasses that 
of ordinary people. He often says: 'A paratrooper's actions are in the air 
and behind the enemy lines. Only with courage can he triumph over danger.' 
In one training session, possibly because of the effect of contrary air cur- 
rents, his main parachute failed to open and he was falling at a speed of 
close to 100 meters per second and in about 12 seconds he would plunge to his 
death on the ground. Huang Guicun was not alarméd, and he handled this ab- 
normal situation with coolness. A split second before hitting the ground, he 
opened his small reserve parachute and landed safely, after which he plunged 
into the battle." 





Deng Xiaoping's Comments 


Rocket mine-laying was the final act of the big Zhangjiakou exercise. Just 
as the "Red" army had hit the tank group of the "Blue" so hard as to throw 
it into confusion, suddenly there were whizzing sounds and rockets were seen 
flying high into the sky and scattering antitank mines, each attached to a 
pure white parachute, so that the mines fluttered down as if they were 
flowers scattered by a goddess. In the twinkling of an eye, a row of mines 
was laid on the "Blue" army tanks' route of advance, thus forcing the tanks 
into a position in which they could neither advance nor retreat, and could 
not escape the fate of being completely destroyed. 


Obviously, the PLA has made new strides in improving its capacity to conduct 
combined arms coordinated operations and to apply modern operational measures. 
It is said that Deng Xiaoping, Hu Yaobang, and others observed this big 
exercise, and all of them commended it as good training with much boldness 

of vision and a lot of martial atmosphere. 


The Cost of Exercises and the Cost of the War To Punish Vietnam 


Some people in Beijing said the cost of the series of exercises in 1981 was 
only a little less than the cost of the war of self-defensive counterattack 
against Vietnam. This writer thinks that the cost of the exercises was high. 
For example, in one exercise alone an engineering battalion used 1,400 satchel 
charges worth several tens of thousands of yuan. But how many times these 
1,400 satchel charges were the number of satchel charges exploded in every 
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exercise? And how many times the cost of all the exploded charges were the 
other expenditures? However, if one were to say that the cost of the exer- 
cises was more or less the same as the cost of the war of counterattack against 
Vietnam, then I fear that would be somewhat of an exaggeration. It is very 
difficult to estimate the cost of the war of counterattack with complete 
accuracy, but, based on two figures, we can make a guess. One figure is 19 
billion yuan in military expenditures for 1978; the other figure is the 22.27 
billion yuan in military expenditures for 1979. The latter figure is over 
3.2 billion yuan more than the former figure. Obviously, this increase is 
related to the war of counterattack against Vietnam in that year. In 1981, 
even with the many military exercises that were carried out, the military 
expenditures were over 2 billion yuan less than in 1978. This shows roughly 
that although the cost of the training was large, it was not as large as the 
rumor would have it! 


llow Should the Problem of Improving Quality Be Regarded? 


The Chinese communists say that among the four modernizations is the moderniza- 
tion of national defense, regarding this "modernization" as the one that lies 
behind the other "modernizations.""' Once this "modernization" is successful, 

it can safeguard the other three "modernizations" and, therefore, it is very 
important. However, we must return to what we saw before. It is inadequate 
to merely look at the demonstrations on the training ground, just as it is 
inadequate to merely look at the figures showing the increases in agriculture 
and industry. Then, what should we look at? We should look at whether the 
leftist guiding ideology for the economy has truly been eliminated. By the 
same token, we should look at whether the fighting power of the PLA has been 
strengthened, whether the quality of the armed forces has been improved, and, 
most importantly, we should look at what kind of guiding ideology unifies the 
armed forces. If the leftist ideology is dominant in the armed forces, then 
the country is in danger. Therefore, of course it is very important for the 
PLA to stress military construction and the strengthening of military training; 
but L'm afraid that what is of prime importance is the removal of the leftist 
ideology from the army. To do this would guarantee that in wartime the armed 
forces could crush the enemies inside and outside the nation's gates and would 
also guarantee that in peacetime the stability of the political situation 
would be maintained. 


During the 4th Session of the 5th NPC, the Chinese communists gave prominence 
to the "showing of a film for internal consumption": a documentary on mili- 
tary training. In the half-hour film, two scenes left a particularly deep 
impression the reviews. One scene was that of Deng Xiaoping standing alone 
in an open car to review troops. The other scene was that of Hu Yaobang 
coming up to Deng Xiaoping's car and helping him out of it. These two scenes 
make one think: Today perhaps there can be no doubt that Deng Xiaoping has 
the capacity to "drive" the army, but if he one day "retires due to old age," 
what situation will emerge in the armed forces? 
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
